^luscLK  AND  Maohineey. — The  great 
objection  to  farming  hitherto  has  been  hard 
work.  What  manufacturer  of  the  present 
day  could  succeed  without  niaohiuery,  and 
yet  manufacturers  were  once  without  such 
aid.  The  human  drudgery  of  tho  farm 
must  be  saved,  if  the  farmer  would  rise, 
physically  and  intellectually  in  his  calling. 
Farmers  cannot  afford  lo  be  machines  when 
thiuking  powers  rule  the  world.  They  must 
use  machinery  and  harness  steam,  wind, 
and  horse  power  to  their  car.  This  last 
must  ever  be  the  most  common  motor  of  the 
farm,  as  it  is  within  the  reach  of  all.  By 
horse  power  the  farmer  can  now  mow  and 
reap,  turn  and  pitch,  thresh  and  grind,  saw 
and  bore,  chop  feed  and  crush  roots.  It  is 
not  profitable  tofarmas  those  did  who  lived 
years  ago.  Labor  is  higher,  taxes  are 
steeper,  and  commercial  values  are  rising. 
A  better  agiiculture  must  arise  than  the 
past  has  known,  or  the  farmer  will  go  under. 
If  our  hills  and  valleys  ever  become  well 
and  properly  cultivated,  the  farmer  has  a 
work  to  do.  Leaks  must  be  stopped,  time 
must  be  economized,  intellectual  and  social 
elevations  must  be  achieved,  the  farmers' 
clubs  must  be  sustained,  machinery  must 
Bupersedo  muscle.  To  make  any  business 
tolerable,  it  must  be  shown  capable  of  yield- 
ing something  besides  health  aud  bread,  and 
that  is  about  all  farming  has  hitherto 
shown.  Farming  will  become  profitable 
wiien  the  farmer  best  understands  himself 
an<i  Kaves  all  that  wastes.  —  Maryland 
Farmer.

The  French  Canadian  orpanizatiou  in 
New  York  has  followed  the  example  of  the 
Fenians,  and  split  iu  twain.  One  faction 
desires  to  establish  a  Canadian  Republic, 
with  a  capital  and  departments  at  Elmira, 
N.  Y.,  and  to  invade  Canada;  while  the 
olhir  is  opposed  to  any  hasty  action. 

The  fire  fiend  held  a  gala  on  the  Sd  at 
Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  a  business  block  was  con- 
sumed, including  the  Yonkers  Statcanian 
oflioe,  the  Post  OPice,  and  National  Guard 
Armory,  involving  a  loss  ot  $50,000.

Ho  declares  that  slavery  can  never 
be  re-e-siablished  wifliin  tho  union,  aud  ad- 
vises that  the  south,  accept  the  situation  in 
good  faith. 

j^A  convention  on  the  transit  question  met 
at  Sterling,  III.,  on  the  3d.  Dr.  Abbott  of 
Dixon  was  chosen  chairman.  Speeches 
were  made  by  several  gentlemen,  denouncing 
railroad  monopolies,  and  ^ ome  of  them  as- 
sailing the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade ;  and 
letters  were  read  from  the  Hon.  E.  B.  Wash- 
burnc  and  Mr.  \^.  II.  Van  Epps,  Resolu- 
tions were  adopted  assailing  the  course  of 
railroads  in  general,  and  of  the  Northwest- 
ern road  in  particular ;  declaring  that  the 
Legislature  shoMld  impose  ref^triclions  upon 
the  powers  of  railway  companies ;  and  ad- 
vocating the  improvement  of  Rock  river  and 
of  the  Rock  Island  and  Des  Moines  rapids 
of  the  Mississippi.  An  adjourned  conven- 
tion is  to  be  held  at  Morrison  on  the  l.Sth 
inst.,  and  another  at  Dixon  on  the  20th  of 
February ;  while  a  canal  convention  will 
meet  at  Oeneseo  Jan.  16. 

In  New  York  bay,  Jan.  3,  the  tug  Nep- 
tune exploded  hor  boiler.  Eight  persons 
were  wounded,  comprising  all  on  board 
with  the  exception  »f  one  person,  and  he 
was  subsequently  injured  by  a  break  in  the 
machinery  of  another  tug  which  was  con- 
veying him  to  thajsity. 

At  Cairo,  oi>  jy  3d,  the  steamer  Minnie 
collided  with  .onitor,  and  sunk.  She 
was  valued  at:i^4.5,000,   and  insured  for 

$30,000. 

An  Arctic  expedition  is  being  organized 
in  Prussia.  Three  vessels  will  be  fitted  out, 
their  crews  to  consist  of  scientific  men  from 
the  Prussian  schools. 

The  captain  and  some  of  the  survivors  of 
the  ill-fated  B(f aimer  Constitution,  lost  off 
Cape  Lookout,  have  arrived  in  New  York.

The  statement  that  the  United  States  and 
France  had  come  to  an  understanding  on 
the  Mexican  question,  is  pronounced  to  be 
erroneous.

The  receipt  of  intelligence  that  our  Gov- 
ernment will  not  permit  any  more  cattle  to 
enter  tho  United  States  from  Canada  has 
caused  much  feeling  in  the  latter  country. 
A  large  amount  of  live  stock,  already  pur- 
chased, is  shut  off,  by  the  prohibition,  from 
its  intended  market. 

The  Strong  divorce  case  was  brought  to 
a  termination  on  the  Glstult.

The  official  figures  of  the  New  York  State 
census  are  published,  showing  a  total  popu- 
lation of  3,831,777,  a  decrease  of  48,950 
since  1800  (according  to  the  national  cen- 
sus of  that  year),  but  an  increase  of  350,- 
000,  since  (he  state  census  of  ten  years  ago. 
The  total  number  of  voters  is  823,426,  of 
whom  583,594  are  native  born  and  239,832 
naturalized.

The  population,  therefore,  deducting  aliens 
and  colored  persons  not  taxed,  is  3,393,430.

The  new  national  bankrupt  bill,  which 
has  been  introduced  inCongre  s,  provides  a 
system  of  voluntary  and  compulsory  bank- 
ruptcy, and  is  clear  and  simple  in  its  details.

At  the  late  New  England  dinner  in  this 
city,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bellows,  President  of  the 
United  States  Sanitary  Commission,  made 
some  statements  which  are  particularly 
worthy  of  note.     He  said  : 

"No  less  than  thirteen  millions  of  money 
passed  through  his  hands  for  the  relief  of 
the  widows  and  orphans    of  the  brave  men 
who  fought    these  battles  during  the  late 
struggle.  He  would  give  a  circumstance  that 
would  scarcely  be  believed  unless    it  came 
from  authority,  that  no  less  than  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  army  who  fought  throughout  «.he 
war  were   purely   American.       He  did  not 
think  his  friend,    the  President    of  the  St. 
Patrick  society,  would  be  obliged  to  him  for 
the   statement,    but  it    is    never iheless  the 
truth,  and  if  his  worthy   friend   was  cha- 
grined with  the  statement,  he  would  say  to 
him  it  is  so;  but  let  the  London   Times   put 
that  fact  in  its  pipe  and  smoke   it.      More 
than  that,  he  stated  that,  more  than  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  claims  of  wounded  soldiers 
and  soldiers'  widows  and  orphans  came  from 
those  of  foreigh  birth.     He  did  not  say  this 
I  to  reflect  upon  the   gallantry,   aud  loyalty 
I  and  bravery  of  the  Irish  and  German   and 
other  peoples  who  had  nobly  fought  for  the 
I  Union  and  country  they  had  adopted.     He 
I  merely  did  it  at  this  time — at  the   close  of 
I  the  great  events  through    which   they  had 
;  passed — to  vindicrde  the  character  and  loy-

'  ed  to   please  themselves   or  their  subjects 
j  with  the  idea  that  the  groat  American  strug- 
]  gle,  and  the  great)  victory   which  closed   it, 
'  was  achieved  by  the  foreign  element  in  the 
I  country.     This  was  not  so.   With  all  thanks 
:  and   gratitude   to  the  Irish,    German   and 
i  other  elements  which  entered  into  the  strug- 
gle, he  was  bound  to  make  this   declaration 
I  at  the  present  time."

and  in  behalf  of  which  ho  could  therefore 
not  be  expected  to  feel  any  great  enthusi- 
asm. But  the  great  truth  that  the  Union 
was  defended  and  the  rebellion  put  down 
by  men  born  and  brought  up  under  our  in- 
stitutions, remains  an  established  fact,  hon- 
orable both  to  them  and  to  the  country  for 
which  so  many  of  them  nobly  laid  down 
their  lives. 

The  other  point — that  small  as  was  the 
proportion  of  foreign  birth  who  went  a^  vol- 
unteers into  the  service,  ninety  in  a  hundred 
claims  for  relief  made  by  wotmded  soldiers 
and  the  widow  sand  orphan  children  of  sol- 
diers, come  from  persons  of  foreign  birth 
— is  perhaps  even  more  remarkable.  It 
should  be  observed  as  iu  part  accounting 
for  this,  that  the  emigrant  in  this  country 
is  generally  a  poor  man  with  no  foiends  to 
contribute  to  his  support,  or  provide  him 
occupation — but  even  making  that  allow- 
ance, the  fact  stated  by  \>f.  Bellows  deuou- 
stratcs  the  superiority  of  our  institutions 
over  tho.sc  of  the  monarchies  of  the  Old 
World,  iu  rearing  up  a  self-reliant  race  of 
men,  full  of  resources,  unwillinnf  to  depend 
on  charity,  and  ingenious  is  deviling  means 
of  dispensing  with  its  aid. 


Our  friends  in  the  town  of  Wauseon  were 
victimized  quite  handsomely  about  a  week 
since.  The  facts,  as  we  learn  from  one  of 
the  victims,  are  about  as  follows  :  A  yoimg 
man,  well  dressed,  and  of  good  address  and 
accent,  hired  a  horse  and  a  buggy  at  the 
livery  stable  and  drove  out  into  the  middle 
of  the  street,  in  the  central  portion  of  town, 
and  announced  at  the  top  of  his  voice  that 
he  had  a  large  quantity  of  money  to  give 
away.  By  a  combination  of  horrid  talk  and 
huge  jokes  he  gathered  around  him  a  large 
crowd,  when  he  proceeded  to  make  a  prac- 
tical demonstration  of  his  theory.  He  first 
otTered  a  $10  greenback  for  $9,  which  was 
eagerly  taken.  He  then  sold  $9  for  $8,  and 
so  down  until  he  had  only  $1  left.  Ho  then 
offered  this  dollar  for  90  cents,  and  so  down 
until  he  had  exhausted  the  last  dime.  By 
this  time  a  large  and  exoited  crowd  had 
gathered  around  the  stranger,  supposing 
him  to  be  an  escaped  lunatic,  who  had  rob- 
bed some  faro  bank,  and  was  frantically 
giving  vent  to  philanthropic  insanity. 

He  next  drew  out  of  a  box  a  large  number 
of  breastpins,  which  he  offered  for  25  cents 
each,  and  agreed  to  give  every  mtm  his 
money  back  as  soon  as  purchased.  In  this 
manner  he  disposed  of  some  $5  in  money 
and  breastpins  in  abundance.  He  next 
drew  forth  some  fine  lockets,  which  he  pro- 
posed to  sell  for  $5  each  on  similar  terms, 
and  sold,  instanter,  20  lockets,  all  of  course 
supposing  they  would  receive  their  money 
buck  and  the  lockets  gratis.  But  suddenly 
the  man  became  sane,  changed  tho  tone  of 
his  voioe,  thanked  the  audience  for  their 
kind  attention  and  liberal  patronage,  ap- 
plied the  whip  to  his  horse,  and  iu  three 
minutes  was  out  sight,  with  $85  in  green- 
backs ahead.  lie  bus  not  been  seen  since. 
His  lockets  and  jewelry  were  bogus. — 2V- 
lido  Commercial. 


half  completed  fro4i,tho  shore  end.  Two 
milw  off  iuthe  Uk«  is  a  structure  called  the 
"crib,"  where  operations  are  now  commenc- 
ing for  digging  towafds  shore.  The  Chica- 
go Time9  affords  the  following  graphic  pic- 
ture of  a  visit  to  the  crib,  and  the  progress 
of  the  tunnel : 

"A  visit  to  the  crib  in  December  may  not 
inappropriately  be  1  kened  to  a  short  visit 
to  the  Arctic  seas.  It  is  magnificent  to  sit 
on  tho  bow  of  a  boat  and  see  it  cut  its  way 
through  ice  from  an  inch  and  a  half  to  two 
inches  in  thickness,  going  at  the  rale  of  H 
or  10  miles  an  hour.  The  tug  McClcllan, 
which  had  temporarily  taken  the  place  of 
the  Benjamin  Drake,  makes  one  or  two  trips 
to  the  crib  every  day.  For  severul  days 
past,  the  lake  has  been  comparatively  free 
from  ice  ;  but  yesterday  as  lir  as  the  vision 
could  extend,  the  lake  was  covered  with  a 
vast  fcheet  of  ice,  with  an  accaeional  open- 
ing of  afew  rods  or  yards  square.  Through 
this  ice,  which  was  Irom  one  to  two  inches 
in  thickness,  the  tug  plowed  her  v. ay  with 
no  difficulty,  crushitg  and  breaking  the  ice 
at  her  bow  and  sending  large  blocks  sliding 
away  on  either  side,  or  over  the  firm  ice. 

A  ride  of  about  15  minutes  brings  one  to 
the  side  of  what  apjears  like  a  fort,  with 
one  or  two  onenings  reaciubUng  embra- 
sures. A  man  inaiJ*  pubkcB  a  ladder  out 
ftrom  an  embrasure,  i»nd  the  crib  is  entered. 
Torra-firma  is  reach'^d  two  nples  from  shore 
The  embrasure  is  cbsed,  the  tug  moves  to 
the  leeward  of  the  crib,  and  there  is  an  op- 
portunity for  gratifying  one's  curiosity  for 
some  time  in  examining  the  interior  of  this 
unique  structure, 

The  first  thing  that  strikes  one's  attention 
is  the  steam  engine  ocated  on  the  northern 
part  of  the  crib,  wLich  with  the  power  of 
25  horses  stands  eve  ■  ready  to  lift  or  dredge 
in  any  way  that  shall  be  required.  But  the 
attention  is  almost  i;nmediately  attracted  by 
the  sepulchral  sound  of  human  voices  issu- 
ing up  in  reverberating  tones  from  beneath. 
Upon  looking  down  a  shaft  6G  feet  in  depth 
men  are  seen  at  wori.  The  shaft  is  now 
completed,  making  it  86  feet  it  length  and 
and  nine  feet  in  dia:neter.  Nine  cylinders 
have  been  aimk  and  the  tube  carried  far 
enough  below  the  iron  cylinder  to  allow 
of  the  commencement  of  the  work  on  the 
lake  end  of  the  tunnel.  The  engineers  are 
now  engaged  in  fixing  the  proper  direction 
of  the  lake  end  of  the  tunnel.  This  requires 
nice  mathematical  eiilculation,  in  order  that 
the  two  ends  of  the  tunnel  may  meet.  The 
engineers  having  built  a  kind  of  au  observ- 
atory on  the  top  of  the  crib,  obtain  the  di- 
rection of  the  tunnel  from  an  object  on 
shore.  A  line  is  tmced  across  the  diame- 
ter of  the  shaft,  corresponding  with  this  j 
observation,  and  by  means  of  plumb  lines  ^ 
dropped  irom  this  line  to  the  bottom  of  the  j 
shaft,  the  horizontj.l  direction  of  the  shait  j 
is  obtained  with  sufficient  accuracy  for  the  ■ 
present.  When  the  excavation  shall  com-  : 
mence  on  the  lake  end  of  the  shaft,  it  is 
intended  to    carry  the  tunnel  some  farty  j 

_^,  feet  east  of  the  iron    cylinder,   and  in  the! 

lie  has  stxuck  the  I  spring  sink  tubes  ci.st  and  west  of  the  shaft  , 
The  Rus3-Daytou  j  to  the  centre  of  the  tunnel,  and  by  means  of  j 
'  these  points  to  cornjcl  any  errors  that  may 
have  arisen  in  fixing  the  direction   of  the 
tunnel. 

Another  important  maUer  to  be   decided  , 
before  excavation,!*  to  fix  accurately  the  ex-  t 
act  depth  of  the   tunnel,    and   as   this   cam 
only  be  done  from  t!je  surface  of  the  lake,  it  , 
has  been  found  nec'?s8ary  to  make  a  series 
of  observations  on  this  point.      For  the  last  ; 
month^bservations  have  been  made  three  | 
timfJfday.and  it  lias  been  ascertained  that 
the  IBerence  between  high  water  and  low  j 
watefe  about   on«t   foot.      It  is  supposed  , 
that  both  the  direction  and  the  true  point  of  j 
beginning  will  be  deterinincd  upon,  and  the  ] 
excavation  commenced   by    Monday.      The  j 
tunnel  w  ill  not  be  a  straight   line   from   the  j 
shore  to   the  crib,    as    the  crib  was   moved  [ 
about  18  feet  north  of  its  proper  position  by  j 
a  storm  soon  after  it  was  sunk.     There  will 
therefore  be  a  very  small  angle  in   the  tun- 
nel abount  midway    between  the  crib   and 
the  shwe. 

The  crib  is  entirely  covered  and  resem- 
bles a  vast  workshop.  In  one  corner  is  a 
bin  containing  90  tans  of  coal,  in  another  a 
vast  pile  of  brick  tiud  an  inclosure  contain- 
ing the  sand  aud  lime  for  cement.  Aboit  10 
feet  above  the  flooi  are  situated  the  sleeping 
rooms  of  the  men,  and  the  superintendents 
room.  On  the  so  ith  side  are  the  pan- 
try and  dining  room.  Here  the  men  are 
in  perfect  security  unmindful  of  storm  or 
cold.  The  drifting  ice  sometimes  drives 
aga'ust  the  crib  with  such  force  as  to  shake 
it,  accompanied  by  a  grating  sound  anything 
but  musical  to  one  unaccustomed  to  it.

Thomas  Corwin. 

[Fn>m   the   M.ic-arlieek   Press.] 

Mr.  Corwin,  with  all  hia  success  at  the 
bar.  before  the  people,  and  in  Congress,  i-e- 
giifded  hi.i  life  as  a  failure.  We  were  riding 
together  one  sunny  morning  in  the  summer 
of  liSt'iO,  when  he  turned,  and  remarked  of  a 
speech  made  the  evening  before  : 

"  It  was  very  good,  indeed,  but  in  bad 
Btyle.  Nover  make  people  laugh.  I  sea 
that  you  cultivate  that.  It  is  easy  and  cap- 
tivating, but  death,  in  the  long  run  to  the 
speaker.'' 

"  >Yhy,  Mr.  Corwin,  you  are  the  last  man 
living  I  expected  such  an  opinion  from." 

"  Certaitily  ;  because  you  have  not  lived 
as  long  as  I  have.  Do  you  know,  my  young 
friend,  that  the  world  has  a  contempt  for 
the  man  who  entertains  it  ?  One  must  be 
solemn,  solemn  as  an  ass — never  say  any- 
thing that  is  not  lutered  with  the  greatest 
gravity,  to  win  respect.  The  world  looks 
up  lo  the  teacher  and  down  on  the  clown. 
Vet,  iu  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the  clown  is  a 
better  fellow  of  the  two." 

*•  We  who  laugh  may  be  well  content  if 
we  are  as  successful  as  you  have  been." 

"  Vou  think  so,  and  yet  were  you  to  con- 
sult an  old  fellow  named  Thomas  Corwin, 
he  would  tell  you  that  he  considered  himself 
the  worst  used  man  in  existence ;  that  he 
has  been  slighted,  abused,  and  neglected, 
and  all  tor  a  set  of  fellows  who  look  wise 
aud  say  nothing." 

Mr.  Corwin  uttered  this  with  much  feel- 
ing, and  we  have  no  doubt  but  that  he  ex- 
pressed what  he  believed  to  be  the  net  pur- 
port aud  upshot  of  his  life. 

He  would  have  made  a  wonderful  come- 
ditin.  We  never  saw  one  who  had  such  a 
play  of  feature  and  power  of  expression. 
His  words  seemed  to  be  a  running  com- 
mentary on  his  countenance,  aud  the  hit 
came  from  the  face,  sometimes,  long  before 
the  words  reached  the  audience.  We  re- 
member a  little  comedy  we  saw  acted  by 
him  iu  Springfield  of  this  State,  in  18(J0.  it 
was  the  more  ludicrous  from  being  improv- 
ised at  the  moment. 

He  was  addressing  a  crowded  house  in 
the  town-hall,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  touch- 
ing description  of  the  struggles  and  suflfer- 
ings  of  our  earlier  settlers  that  brought  the 
tears  to  every  eye  in  the  hall,  a  little  bull- 
terrier  trotted  down  the  platform,  and  stood 
looking  at  the  audience  by  Mr.  Corwin"s 
side.  He  was  a  little,  round-headed,  stump- 
tailed  dog,  with  projecting  under  jaw,  bow- 
legs, and  ears  set  up.  He  presented  such  a 
queer  spectacle  that  many  in  the  crowd 
laughed.  Mr.  Corwin,  looking  down,  saw 
the  cause  cf  the  merriment,  and  waving  his 
hand  back  at  the  dog,  said  : 

"  One  at  a  time,  my  good  fellow." 

The  dog  retreated  a  few  paces  to  the  rear, 
and  then  pausing,  cocked  his  head  on  one 
aide  and  eyed  the  orator.  Mr.  Corwin  re- 
turned the  gaze,  and,  for  an  instant,  his 
face  assumed  the  same  comical  expression. 
It  was  one  of  stupid  wonder,  dashed  with  a 
bull  terrier's  conceit.  In  a  moment  Corwin 
turned  and  said : 

••  Contidentially,  my  friends,  I  believe  he 
seriously  contemplates  leaving  the  other 
dogs  and  joining  our  party." 

No  words  can  paint  the  look  that  accom- 
panied this  remark,  but  hundreds  of  aching 
aides  told  of  its  effect. 

When  Clay's  "  omnibus  bill,"  as  it  was 
called,  failed.  Senator  Foote,  of  Mississippi, 
rose  in  intense  excitement,  and  exclaimed, 
«'Mr.  President,  this  Republic  ceases  to 
exist  by  noon,  to-morrow." 

Mr.  Corwin,  who  opposed  the  measure, 
and  was  greatly  rejoiced  at  its  defeat,  gra- 
vely left  his  seat,  and  walking  over  to  Mr. 
Foote's  chair,  said :  "  Mr.  Foote,  did  I  un 
derstand  you  to  say  that  our  government 
would  expire  at  noon  to-morrow  ? " 

"  Yes,  sir." 

"  Well,  now,  Foote  I  am  deeply  grieved 
to  hear  you  make  such  an  announcement. 
I  have  several  bills  before  Congress  that  I 
am  exceedingly  interested  in.  Now  couldn't 
you,  just  to  gratify  me,  have  this  final  end 
adjourned  over,  say  two  weeks?" 

Foote  was  extinguished  in  the  laughter 
that  broke  out  from  the  Senators  sitting 
near. 

liy  the  by,  this  '•  omnibus  bill"  gave  rise 
to  the  only  difference  that  ever  maiTed  the 
friendship  of  Clay  and  Corwin.  The  pro- 
phetic soul  of  the  great  Kentuckian  saw  the 
ills  that  were  about  to  break  upon  our  land, 
and  sought  to  avert  them  by  legislative  com- 
promises. Mr.  Corwin  felt  that  we  were  on 
the  eve  of  a  revolution,  but  with  more  gen- 
ius than  his  great  leader,  saw  that  by  the 
course  proposed,  we  should  accomplish  by 
law  precisely  what  we  were  attempting  to 
prevent.  He  believed  that  if  the  several 
parts  of  the  Republic  could  not  be  harmon- 
iied  under  the  Constitution  and  the  laws, 
as  they  were,  any  further  concessions  would 
only  aggravate  the  evil.  He,  therefore,  de- 
serted the  ranks  of  the  compromisers,  and 
prepared  himself  to  oppose,  in  one  of  his 
most  elaborate  efforts,  their  mischievous 
measures. 

He  was  sitting  in  his  room  one  sunny 
morning,  when,  after  a  loud  knock,  the  tall 
gaunt  form  of  Henry  Clay  stalked  in.  Ap- 
proaching the  table  by  which  Mr.  Corwin 
sat,  and  before  our  Senator  could  rise,  he 
brotight  his  cane  down  with  a  bang  (hat 
made  the  inkstand  bounce,  exclaiming,  in 
his  deep,  clear  voice  : 

"  Mr  Corwin,  by  G— ,  sir,  what  does  this 
mean?" 

Mr.  Corwin  was  not  the  sort  of  man  to 
take  this  rude  salutation  quietly.  He  sprang 
to  his  feel,  ai.d  for  a  second  the  two  Sena- 
tors glared  at  each  other.  T.eforo  Mr.  Cor^ 
Win  Could  speak,  Cl.ay  continued: 

"Do  you  know,  sir,  that  we  are  on  the 
eve  of  a  bloody  revolution  ;  that  this  Repu- 
blic, the  beautiful  work  of  the  fathers,  will 
be  torn  in'Tragment.s,  while  we,  its  guard- 
ians, sit  idle  or  <)uarrelling.  I  have  relied 
on  you,  sir,  on  your  patriotism  and  ability. 
\our  were  my  chief  reliance,  and  now  I  un- 
derstand you  have  deserted  us." 

Yes,  sir,"  re.sponded  Mr.  Corwin.  "1 
see  the  dangers  before  us,  plainly  aa  you 
can.  But  I  can  not  see  the  relief  that  is  to 
come  from  tfie  further  d-gradation  of  a  free 
p»opU  to  trwtors  wko  aro  bent  on  out  de- 


structtou.  The  South  is  ihe  aggressor,  and 
wc  only  embolden  tiuason  by  concessions  to 
traitors." 

"Very  well,  sir.  Now  we  uudcrsluud 
each  other.     Uood  luoniiiig,  sir." 

"1  beg  your  paidou,  Mr.  Clay,  but  you 
don't  understand  me,  or  you  would  never 
attempt  to  dictate  or  bully  me.  (Jouduioin- 
iug,  sir." 

And  so  the  two  great  leaders  separated. 

Mr.  Cot  win  had  such  a  ki'cu  appreciation 
of  tho  ridiculous,  that  it  was  almost  impos- 
sible for  hiui  lo  resist  giving  the  ludicrous 
side  of  any  iiucslion  or  sulject  presented. 
It  was  iu  this  that  he  did  himself  injustice. 
The  world  has  not  yet  learned  that  the  two 
qualities  of  humor  and  de«p  seutiiueut  have 
the  same  origin.  Prom  Shakspeare  down 
through  Uurus,  Hood  and  Holme.-*,  we  find 
the  two  always  allied,  and  equally  perfect. 
Corwin  could  move  his  audience  to  tears  as 
easily  as  to  laughter,  but  tho  last  was  the 
most  tempting  and  the  most  popular.  He 
was  an  indolent  iiinti,  his  great  genius  en- 
ahliug  him  to  du  his  work  with  ease,  and  he 
gave  way  to  that  which  was  the  more  plea- 
sant. If  we  analyze  his  popular  quality,  we 
find  iu  it  luore  of  humor  than  wit,  although 
he  was  eminent  in  the  last  power.  It  con- 
sisted generally  in  bringitg  in  ludicrous 
juxtaposition  two  or  more  dissimilar  ideas,  as 
in  his  great  Mexican  speech,  the  picture  he 
drew  of  Don  Walter  CoUou  presenting  to  (he 
bewildered  Mexican  the  Coustitution  aud 
rights  of  man  in  one  hand,  and  a  six-bar- 
reled revolver  iu  the  other;  or  that  other 
in  the  Harrison  defence,  when  he  illustrated 
the  militia  idea  of  high  strategy  by  the  boar 
and  General  Crary,  each  secure  iu  their 
base. 

He  had  that  magnetic  power  peculiar  to 
successful  orators,  of  putting  himself  </i  rap- 
port with  his  audience.  He  never  raised 
above  or  fell  below  their  feelings  and  intel- 
ligence. Hence  his  peculiar  ellorts  are  not 
the  best  specimens  of  his  power.  It  was 
like  scene-painting,  coarse,  striking  aud 
effective.  In  private  conversation  among 
his  friends  he  shoue  to  the  greatest  advant- 
age. Then  his  keen  wit,  gentle  humor, 
deep  pathos  and  winning  frankness  had  full 
sway,  and  captivated  like  so  many  tine 
charms. 

How  great  was  his  intellect  we  can  now 
appreciate,  by  looking  back  to  his  more 
serious  efforts,  when,  with  his  eye  of  genius 
gazing  sadly  down  the  vista  of  coming  time, 
he  uttered  prophecies  that  have  since  proved 
bloody  history.

From  the  Chicago  PoBt. 

Among  the   Dead. 

In  Chicago,  as.in  every  metropolis,  there 
is  one  or  more  institutions  of  learning  for 
those  yonng  men  who,  having  completed 
their  academic  and  sometimes  collegiate 
courses,  desire  to  become  regularly  licensed 
physicians.  This  calling  is  one  of  the  high- 
est, holiest  functions  a  mancana.ssume,  aud 
however  ridiculous  may  bo  the  professions 
of  a  quack,  the  learned  and  conscientious 
practitiouer  deserves  and  receives  not  only 
the  respect,  but  oftentimes  (he  atlection 
of  (he  community  in  which  his  lot  is  cas(. 
It  is  his  to  stand  at  the  opening  eyes  of  Life 
and  the  closing  eyes  of  Death,  lu  his  ear 
are  often  poured  confidences  the  most  toiich- 
iug,  and  sometimes  penitences  the  most 
profound;  and  it  is  \»  the  credit  of  the 
medical  fraternity,  with  so  many  opportuni- 
ties for  injuring  the  peace  of  families,  that 
as  a  cla.fs  their  record  stands  so  bright  that 
it  can  well  challenge  any  other  elas.s — the 
clergy  by  no  means  excepted. 

The  reader  is  probably  aware  that  every 
medical  student  is  expected  to  dissect  more 
or  less  of  a  human  corpse.  There  are  gen- 
erally five  students  to  a  subject,  aud  although 
they  may  dissect  more,  they  do  not  usually 
dissect  less  than  one-fifth  of  a  subject.  It 
is  necessary  to  examine  the  dead  to  acquire 
that  knowledge  by  which  alone  the  living 
may  be  healed  ;  and  while  the  natural  feel- 
ings of  the  friends  of  the  dead  must  be 
respected,  yet  the  interests  of  science  are 
inexorable.  It  is  well  more  liberal  legisla- 
tion provides  subjects  for  doctors,  but,  still 
the  demand  is  greater  than  the  supply,  and 
this  branch  of  the  subject— how  subjects 
are  procured — ia  quite  as  well  left  in  mys- 
tery. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  risk  run  by  the 
neophyte  in  medical  science  iu  his  practice 
upon  the  subject  imder  dissection.  A  slight 
abrasuro  of  the  skin,  a  trifling  cut  may, 
when  handling  diseased  matter,  innoculate 
him  with  poison.  Many  students  are  in- 
jured in  this  way,  and  instances  are  not  un- 
common where  they  lose  their  lives.  Every 
abrasure  on  the  hand,  however  slight,  is 
immediately  cauterized  with  nitrate  of  sil- 
ver. Is  there  no  courage  here — this  mar- 
tyrdom to  inexorable  scientific  *^act? 

The  dissecting  room  is  usually,  and  so  far 
as  we  are  aware,  invariably  in  (he  upper 
story  of  a  building.  It  is  warmed  by  fires, 
but  (lie  windows  are  all  thrown  open.  The 
tables  are  painted  red  and  enamelled.  At 
the  top  they  measure  about  eighteen  inches, 
and  this  is  to  give  working  at  the  upper  ex- 
tremities room.  They  slope  gradually 
towards  the  feet,  where  they  are  about  a 
foot  in  dimension. 

A  subject  to  be  useful  to  the  student  should 
not  be  more  than  three  days  buried.  The 
fresher  the  subject,  the  better  for  scientific 
purposes.  The  first  process  is  to  eject  the 
blood.  The  veins  are  'hen  filled  by  injec- 
tion (through  mechanical  means),  with  a 
fluid,  the  base  of  which  is  turpentine  and 
the  pigment  common  red  lead. 

There  are  usually  five  students  to  a  table. 
The  atmosphere  of  a  dissecting  room  is  at 
once  penetrating,  indescribable  and  per- 
meating. One  would  not  care  to  carry  this 
corpse-like  smell  in  his  clothes  and  enter  a 
drawing-room,  and  (he  students  and  all  who 
enter,  protect  themselves  by  oilcloth  clothes. 
To  describe  the  imell  of  a  dissecting  room  is 
impossible. 

The  odor  of  the  room  is  not  as  di.s.agrce- 
able  as  that  of  a  human  corpse  recently  and 
sh.allowly  buried;  but  more  penetrating, 
wiorc  searching.  You  will  usually  find  the 
medical  student  at  this  stage  of  his  career  a 
great  patron  of  the  perfumer,  and  Phalon 
has  done  much  to  relieve  him,  for  it  requires 
a  lasting  and  penetrating  perfume  to  modify 
this  odor — which  is  so  utterly  unlike  any- 
thing common  to  the  nostrils— even  of 
Chicago. 

Each  student  has  his  own  dissecting  case. 
It  is  a  box  about  eight  inches  long  and  three 
inches  wide.  It  contains  two  pair  of  hooks, 
fastened  by  a  chain.  This  is  u.sually  made 
of  steel,  and  the  case  contains  a  bistouri  and 
a  teneculum.  The  bistouri  is  a  very  sharp 
and  slightly  curved  knife,  and  a  pair  of  fine 
forceps  catches  a  de.eired  nerve  or  artery. 
The  forceps  are  very  much  like  an  old  Eng- 
lish pair  of  tweezers. 

One  student  usually  operates  on  the  arms. 
One  will  be  devoted  to  each  leg.  Two  oth- 
ers win  dissect  the  head,  thorax,  &c. 

They  have  their  books  of  anatomy  close 
by  for  reference.  The  college  finds,  or  is 
presumed  to  find,  the  subject.  The  Demon- 
.strator  of  Anatomy  passes  from  table  to 
table  and  explains  the  cunning  handicraft 
the  Great  Architect  has  reared  in  man. 

The  sdidenis  usually  draw  lots  for  the 
bones.  The  skeleton  properly  mascerated 
is  worth  something,  and  it  is  probable  brings 
$15  or  $20  to  (he  hands  of  (he  careful  jani- 
tor, who  may,  or  may  not,  prepare  it.  Where 
the  dissected  debri.i  of  the  human  wreck  goes, 
the  Source  of  all  things  may  know — we  do 
not.  In  fact,  (here  are  niys(erie8  in  everv 
medical  college  neither  s(uden(s  noryet  pro- 
fessor,s  care  to  penetrate.  Why  should  they  ? 
The  law  and  prejudice  are  on  one  side — the 
necessities  of  science  on  the  olher. 

The  student  may  not  only  become  innoru- 
latcd  by  disease,  but  he  labors  under  (he 
dangers  of  con(agion  in  many  form.s — if,  in- 
deed, disease  is  ever  contagious.  He  lives, 
day  by  day,  week  by  week,  in  contact  with 
what  to  weaker  nerves  are  horrors.  Let  us 
not  question  him  too  closely,  nor  encourage 
violations  of  the  sanctity  of  (he  tomb,  bu( 
strive  by  wi»e  and  liberal  legislation  to  aid 


him  in  his  walk  with  Death,  consonant  with 
the  law.  Tha(  disagreeable  half  hour,  (hut 
busy  room  where  men  were  searching  wi(h 
living  brains  (he  secrets  of  life  and  health 
from  dead  bodies,  was  not  lost  upon  us. 
There  wasnomsthing  sublime  in  thecourage 
which,  forgetting  what  soul  might  have  In- 
habited the  corpse,  asked  only  for  ihe  pre- 
sent state  of  (he  tenement ;  which  brought 
out  of  this  heart  the  disea.se  of  which  it 
perished  ;  which  found  in  yonder  diseased 
brain  a  natural  cause  for  its  dissolution  ; 
which  saw  instill  another  eiuaciu(ed  woman's 
form  a  cause  of  her  death  and  her  insanity. 
-And  what  a  world  is  revealed  \\  hou  yonder 
form  of  that  emaciated,  dissipated  aud  once 
splendid  woman  lies  before  you  in  all  the 
helplessness  of  death  :  She  is  no  louger  a 
creature  of  sense.  She  provokes  no  idle 
jest.  She  died  ;  she  was  buried,  and  now  is 
here.     Who  was  she?     What  do  you  care  ?

Epigrams. 

The  Greeks  were  the  falhers  of  the  epi- 
gram in  its  best  estate,  although  sharp  aud 
sententious  things  were  said  before  Lucian 
and  Callauiachus,  just  as  (here  were  brave 
meu  before  Agamciiimon.  Whoever  would 
skim  the  cream  of  ancient  epigrammadc 
li(era(ure,  must  give  his  leisure  hours  to  (he 
volumes  of  Greek  anithology.  He  will  there 
find  grandeur  and  nobleness  of  sentiment 
conveyed  in  chaste  and  elegant  language. 
While  Greece  wa.T  yet  ia  her  infancy,  epi- 
grams were  the  chosen  forms  iu  which  not 
oiily  the  spirit  of  the  times,  but  the  events 
of  history  were  commemorated.  Wit  and 
satire  were  not  then  as  now,  the  essential 
ingredien(s,  but  a  cer(ain  elevadon  of  sen- 
timent, combined  with  a  Spartan  brevity, 
which  condensed  volumes  into  sentences, 
marked  the  highest  triumph  of  literary 
skill. 

At  a  later  period,  the  Latins  cultivated 
the  literature  of  epigrams  with  zeal  and 
success.  Martial  has  left  us  a  whole  libra- 
ry of  epigrams  of  very  various  merit,  but 
containing  much  that  is  poetical  and  in- 
spiring, mingled  with  base  alloy  and  un- 
wholesome obscenities.  In  modern  days,  an 
epigram  is  commonly  understood  to  mean  a 
shor(  poem  remarkable  for  i(s  point,  wit  or 
elegance,  although  it  is  true  that  many  of 
the  neatest  epigrams  that  we  have,  are  in 
prose.  When  Sir  Henry  Wottou  defined  an 
ambassador  as  "an  honest  men  sent  abroad 
to  lie  for  the  good  of  his  country,  he  made 
as  good  an  epigram  as  the  poet  who  wrote  : 

',Trea.son  dotli  never  pro.sper — whafn  tlie  niasoii  i 
Why  when  it  prosjiers nofio  dare  c:ill  il  tioasou. 

The  epigram  on  Celia  and  Dean  Swift  is 
well  known  : 

"Said  Celia  to  a  reverend  Dean, 

'What  reiuoii  can  be  given, 
Since  marriage  is  a  holy  thiu>r, 

That  there  are  none  iu  lleavi'H  ?' 
'They  have'  sny  he,  •|iu  woiiieu  there.' 

She  quick  returne<l  IhejesI  : 

'Women  there  are,  but  I'm  afraid 
They  cannot  find  a  piie.it  !'  " 

Erasamus,  it  is  related,  said  to  to  (he  Pope 
who  reproached  him  foa  not  observing  Leut 
—"Sire,  I  have  a  Catholic  soul,  but  a  Prot- 
estant stomach." 

The  British  poets  have  produced  much  the 
largest  number  of  epigrams  which  have 
gained  popular  currency  iu  our  liwn  day. 
The  three    follow  ing  are  by  Robert   Burns  : 

"That  lliereis  falsebooj  in  his  looks,' 

I  mu.st  and  will  deny  ; 
They  say  their  master  i>  a  knave. 

And  sure  they  do  not  lie." 

The  following   was  written  on  (he    blank 

leaf  of  a  Shakspeare,  splendidly  bound,  but 

unread  and  much  worm-eaten,  which  Burns 

found  in  a  nobleman's  library  : 

"Through  and  throngU  the  inspired  leaves, 
Ye  lu.iggots  make  your  windings ; 
1  ut  oh,  re.spect  hi.s  lordship's  taste, 
Aud  sp.are  bis  golden  biii.liiij^s." 

Burns  silenced  a  toad-eater  who  did 
nothing  but  boast  of  the  lords  aud  dukes 
of  his  acquaintance,  with  this  caustic  epi- 
gram : 

"What  of  earls  with  whom  yon  liaveRupped, 
Aud  of  dukes  whom  you  diued  wilh  yestreen? 

Lord!  a  louse,  sir,  is  still  but  a  louse. 

Though  it  crawls  outherurlsof  a  queen." 

Coleridge  wrote  the  following  epigram  on 
a  bad  singer : 

"Swans  sing  before  they  die;  'twere  no  bad  thing 
Should  cirtaiu  persons  diit  before  they  siiij;." 

Here  is  one  by  Thomas  Moore  on  the 
graceless  Tom  Shsridan : 

'•'Come,  comer  said  Tom's  filher,  ;'at  yonr  time  of 
life. 

There  is  no  longer  excuse  for  thus  playing  the  rake. 
It  is  time  you  should  think,  boy,  of  taking  a  wife.' 

'Why,  80  it  is,  father— whosewife  shall  I  take?' " 

The  author  of  the  following  is  not 
known : 

"Seven  famnns  cities  claimed  preat  Homer  dead, 
Throngh  which  the  living  Homer  begged  his  bread." 

On  the  four  Georges— by  Walter  Savage 
Landor : 

"George  the  First  was  always  rockoiied 
Vile— bnt  viler  George  the  Second; 
And  what  moAal  ever  heard 
Any  good  of  George  the  third  ?

The  reports  as  to  Secretary  S(anton'B 
contemplated  resignation  are  now  consider- 
ed untrue,  as  that  gentleman  has  made  ar- 
rangements for  receptions  during  the  winter 
as  usual. 

A  petition  for  the  speedy  trial  of  Jeff. 
Davis  has  been  sent  to  Washington  signed 
by  20,000  citizens  of  Indiana,  headed  by  the 
Governor  and  state  officers. 

A  (rain  on  the  Nashville  and  Northern 
Railroad  was  thrown  off  a  trestle  near  Nash- 
ville, on  theSdi,  killing  one  man,  wounding 
several,  and  burning  several  negroes. 

Efforts  are  being  made  in  New  York  to 
secure  the  pardon  of  Kahnstann,  the  noto- 
rious criminal  who  was  sentencad  to  ten 
years'  imprisonment  in  Sing  Sing. 

The  new  daily  paper  in  Detroit  will  be 
issued  March  1st,  and  will  be  called  The 
Poit.  A  company  has  been  formed  on  a 
basis  of  $200,000  capital. 

The  Canada  from  Liverpool  brings  an 
interesting  budget  of  news.  The  French 
Government  has  announced  its  intention  of 
withdrawing  from  (he  ex(radition  treaty 
with  England,  which  expires  in  June.  Sir 
Henry  Storke  has  been  formally  gazetledas 
Governor  of  Jamaica.  The  steamar  Ibex 
was  wrecked  off  Cork,  and  two  hundred 
lives  were  lost.  Further  correspondence 
between  Mr.  Adams  and  Earl  Clarendon  ou 
I  the  Shenandoah  subject  is  published.  The 
question  remains  unsettled. 

The  Indiana  State  Democratic  Convention 
meets  at  Indianapolis,  March  15th,  to  nomi- 
nate State  officers. 

Slidell  is  in  Paris,  Mason,  Thompson, 
Benjamin,  Mrs.  Gwynn  and  daughter  in 
London,  and  Breckenridge  and  family  are 
expected  in  the  latter  city  shortly,  from 
Canada. 

Reports  of  the  weather  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States,  show  the  8th  to  have  been  the 
coldest  day  of  the  season.  A  painful  cir- 
cumstance was  the  freezing  of  several  freed- 
men  in  winter  quarters  along  (he  Potomac. 

Secretary  McCuUoch's  bill  for  funding  the 
public  debt,  authorizes  the  issue  of  a  suffi- 
cient amount:  of  gold-bearing  bonds,  interest 
and  principal  payable  in  coin,  to  fund  a!l  the 
present  floating  debt  of  every  character,  and 
to  meet  the  existing  indebtedness  aud  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Government.  The 
bonds  are  to  run  forty  years,  redeemable  at 
any  time  from  date  designated  by  the  Sec 
retary,  and  to  be  payable,  interest  and 
principal,  either  in  the  United  States  or  in 
Europe.  The  bonds  payable  in  Europe  to 
bear  five  per  cent,  interest ;  those  payable 
in  the  United  States  six  per  cent.  Bonds  to 
be  sold  at  their  market  value  for  gold  or 
foreign  coin,  or  exchange  or  treasury  notes, 
national  currency  or  other  obligations  of 
the  United  States,  and  lo  be  exempt  from 
State  or  municipal  taxation.  A  provision 
in  the  bill  also  provides  that  compound  in- 
terest notes  shall  cease  to  be  a  legal  tender 
from  and  after  maturity.  Another  clause 
repeals  the  sinking  fund  act  of  July,  1862. 

A  man  named  Joseph  Woods  has  been 
arrested  at  East  St.  Louis  with  $20,000  in 
counterfeit  United  States  postal  currency,  of 
the  denomination  of  fifties,  in  his  posses- 
sion. 

Gov.  Cox  of  Ohio,  was  inaugurated  on  the 
8th,  at  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gov.  Marshall  of  Minnesota,  was  inaugu- 
rated on  the  same  day,  and  took  decided 
ground  in  favor  of  exacting  due  guarantees 
from  the  rebel  States  before  consenting  to 
their  readmission  to  Congress.  He  also 
spoke  strongly  in  favor  of  universal  suf- 
frage. 

Half  a  million  of  the  new  fifty-cent  cur- 
rency will  be  ready  for  distribution  next 
week.  The  plates  for  the  new  ten  and  twen- 
ty-five cent  currency  are  also  nearly  ready. 

The  best  of  feeling  is  reported  as  existing 
*l)etween  our  soldiers  and  the  inhabitants  of 
Texas,  and  the  Texans  are  anxious  to  have 
the  soldiers  make  that  State  their  home  af- 
ter being  mustered  out  of  the  service. 

It  is  staled  "on  the  best  authority,"  that 
Gen.  Grant  is  not  in  favor  of  the  immediate 
readmissicn  of  the  rebel  States. 

An  American  enterprise  is  on  foot  to  de- 
stroy the  Spanish  fleet  off  Chili  by  means  of 
torpedoes.  The  expedition  sailed  from  New 
York  several  weeks  ago,  and  news  of  its 
success  or  failure  is  expected  soon. 

Secretary  Stanton  having  positively  de- 
clined to  become  the  eulogist  of  Mr.  Lincoln, 
it  is  nsw  thought  George  Bancroft,  the  his- 
torian, will  be  selected. 

At  a  fire  in  Leavenworth,  on  the  5(h,  a 
man,  woman,  and  (hree  children  were  badly 
burned,  and  two  other  children  were  burned 
to  death. 

Miss  Watt.i,  aged  over  70  years,  was  mur- 
dered at  Germantown,  Pa.,  on  (he  Gth— her 
throat  being  cut  from  ear  to  ear.

The  Storm  Prophet. 

The  following  accouut  from  the  Rochester 
Democrat  is  told  with  the  same  regard  for 
BAactness  of  detail  as  was  the  celebrated 
moon  hoax  of  thirty  years  ago,  aud  the 
more  recent  Mount  Ccnis  Tunnel  hoax  story 
of  last  year.  It  seems  to  savor  a  little  of 
their  character.  According  to  that  paper, 
an  humble  New  York  mechanic  h  is  solved 
u  problem  that  has  been  for  centuries  a 
study  among  scientific  men  and  maratime 
nations.  The  iuveulor  is  Henry  A.  Clum, 
formerly  a  journeymau  tailor,  who,  on  his 
shop-board,  and  amid  the  labors  of  his  call- 
ing, wrought  out  the  earliest  experiments 
in  philosophy,  from  which  this  experimejit 
has  arisen  after  twenty-one  years  of  ardu- 
ous study  aud  constant  self-sacrificing  effort 
to  secure  the  material  adjuncts  of  his  suc- 
cess. During  this  period  of  trial  and  often 
af  utter  penury,  Mr.  Clum  held  fast  to  the 
oue  object  he  had  fastened  upon  as  his  mis- 
sion, aud  it  is  uow  declared  by  high  scien- 
tific authority  that  he  has  reached  it — the 
saving  of  life  and  property  by  forewarning 
coming  storms.  The  instrument  is  thus  de- 
scribed : 

'•The  Aelleoscope,  as  it  is  called,  is  con- 
structed upon  a  plan  entirely  new  iu  baro- 
metric philosophy.  The  mercury  performs 
a  secondary  part,  and  is  not  visible.  The 
principle  upon  which  this  delicate  indicator 
is  constructed  is  that  of  atmospheric  dis- 
placement. It  is  provided  with  five  longi- 
tudinal upright  auxiliary  chamber.s,  four 
inches  iu  diameter  aud  thirty-six  inches 
long,  each  placed  iu  position  around  the 
central  tube  equi-distaut  from  each  other, 
and  occupying  five-sixths  of  the  circle. 
These  auxiliaries,  together  with  the  globe 
above,  which  is  ten  inches  in  diameter,  and 
sixteen  from  crown  to  base,  are  connected 
by  delicate  arms,  and  constitute  the  floating 
medium  of  the  instrument, displacing  3,(RKJ 
cubic  inches  of  air,  and  is  the  source  of  the 
mechanical  power  by  which  the  finer  mo- 
tions of  the  hand  upon  the  dial  are  con- 
trolled. 

The  motion  of  this  apparatus  is  kept  in 
perfect  control  by  means  of  the  mercury  in 
the  central  tube,  which,  with  the  mercury 
in  the  cisterns,  weighs  seventy-five  pounds. 
An  iron  tube,which  serves  to  hold  the  float- 
ing part,  or  representative  of  clouds  in  the 
air,  and  maintains  the  equilibrium,  extends 
up  through  the  mercury  to  the  tube.  This 
float  is  connected  -.vith  its  auxiliaries  by 
means  of  small  steel  arms  arising  through 
the  cistern  top.  The  float,  together  with  i 
its  auxiliaries,  weighs  twenty-eight  pounds 
requiring  an  equal  weight  of  mercury  to  be 
displaced  in  the  tube,  in  erder  to  secure  the 
suspension  of  the  auxiliary  chambers,  which 
alone  weigh  twenty-one  pounds.  The  mo- 
tioti  of  the  floating  part  is  communicated  to 
the  hand  by  ti  steel  rod  occupying  the  sixth 
place  in,  and  completing  the  circle  of  the 
floating  expedients. 

The  whole  instrument  rests  with  its  cis- 
terns upon  a  stand  supported  by  six  cast 
iron  legs.  It  is  covered  hy  a  glass  dome 
fifteen  inches  in  diameter  andfive  feet  high, 
which,  in  connection  with  the  support,  will 
make  the  whole  stand  about  seven  feet  in 
height.  The  position  of  the  dial  inside  the 
dome  is  about  five  feet  from  the  floor.  The 
entire  floating  part  of  the  instrument,which 
is  very  comely  in  its  proportions,  is  silver- 
plated  and  burnished,  causing  the  whole,  as 
it  sets  under  its  dome  of  glass  to  make  a 
most  magnificent  appearance.  It  is  no 
longer  a  vague  idea  floating  in  the  inventor's 
head ;  it  is  not  an  experiment,  but  a  grand 
result.  It  has  now  been  in  operation  four 
years,  and  is  perfect.  Not  the  slightest 
error  can  arise  from  its  contraction  or  ex- 
pansion. It  operates  equally  well  in  sum- 
mer's heat  or  winter's  cold — in  a  close  room 
or  in  the  open  air — in  clouds  of  steam  or 
where  no  perceptible  moisture  obtains." 

ISfr.  Clum  sounded  no  trumpets  before 
him  until  his  machine  had  been  submitted 
to  the  most  rigid  tests,  and  to  the  inspection 
of  the  leading  men  of  scientific  and  practi- 
cal experience,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
He  has  already  secured  pal  cult;  in  England, 
France,  Russia  and  Prussia,  all  of  which 
countries  the  inventor  visited,  and  explain- 
ed his  discovery  to  the  savans.  The  Roches- 
ter paper  referred  to'says  that  Mr.  Clum  has 
♦  ermined  to  possess  the  nag  that  had  out-  already  proven  the  utility  of  his  apparatus 
trotted  Cincinnalus,  ami  all  his  personal  i  in  this  country  by  foretelling  several  great 
friends  were  soon  enlisted  in  his  efforts  to  storms.  He  predicted  the  .«torm  which  was 
obtain  the  unknown  steed.

Breaking  pn  the  Wheel. 

Hure  is  a  short,  clear  deecription  of  the 

barbarous  execution  of  a  criminal  by  break- 
ing on  the  wheeU'.from  notes  of  a  tour  in 
France  made  in  1773  by  au  Kugliah  Admiral, 
Sir  George  Collier: 

"  !  saw  four  men  broke  on  the  wheel  for 
murder,  in  the  Fauburg  8t.  Antonie.  A 
scaffold  was  ertjclod  about  leu  feet  high, 
with  a  wheel,  Houielhing  like  a  fore  coach 
wli<el,  at  each  corner,  but  without  railing 
round  The  unhnppy  wretches  were  ex- 
pected at  four  o'clock,  aud  an  amazing  con- 
course of  people  was  assembled  to  see  llie 
execution  ;  luii  it  was  seven  betore  they  ap- 
peared. They  were  un  foot,  aud  walked 
very  slowly,  .surrounded  by  the  //»<</  with 
niuakets  aud  fixed  bayonets  ;  the  executioner 
aud  his  valet  attended  them.  He  was 
dressed  in  a  bag  sword  and  laced  hat,  and 
WHS  the  first  who  mounted  iho  Boallold,  tak- 
ing ofl  his  hat  aud  sword  auil  laying  them 
on  oue  side,  (bie  of  the  criminals'followed, 
accompanied  by  a  friar,  who  kneeled, 
prayed  with,  and  oonfessed  him.  The  exe- 
cutioner's mail  then  ascended  the  ladder, 
bringing  with  him  something  like  a  stick 
wrapped  up  in  green  clolh.  The  poor 
>\ retch  being  confesbed,  tke  friar  retired, 
and  the  two  executioners  began  stripping 
him  uf  all  his  clothes  but  his  drawers;  alter 
which  they  assisted  in  filacing  him  on  iwo 
pieces  of  *ood,  like  n  St.  Andrew's  cross, 
which  lay  horizontally  on  the  scaffold,  and 
to  which  they  fastened  him.  The  execu- 
tioner now  drew  out  of  the  green  case  a  flat, 
thin,  iron  bar,  seemingly  about  an  inch 
broad,  and  a  yard  antl  a  half  long.  On  his 
being  fastened,  the  friar  again  came  up  and 
kneeled  down  at  his  head  for  about  two  mi- 
nutes, after  which  he  ilescended  the  scaf- 
fold. Thedreadful  moment  now  approached. 
It  was  impo.ssilile  for  one's  feeling  not  to  be 
tremblingly  alive ;  even  the  multitude  was 
ufl'ccted.  nnd  waited  the  event  with  awe  and 
silent  attention.  The  executioner  advanced 
and  gave  two  quick  strokes  of  the  bar  tipon 
his  left  arm  above  nnd  below  the  elbow,  the 
.same  on  his  left  thigh  and  leg.  and  finished 
with  his  right  arm.  The  cuup  di  grace  was 
soon  after  given,  which  consisted  of  three 
hard  blows  with  the  bar  upon  the  stomach, 
which  immediately  despatched  him ;  til! 
then,  his  groans  and  yells  were   horrible. 

"The  other  three  were  executed  iu  the 
same  way ;  but,  as  it  grew  dark,  the  Iwo 
last  suffered  by  torchlight,  which  added  to 
the  solemnity  of  the  scene. 


so  disastrous  to  the  Burnside  expedition  six 
days  before  it  took  place,  and  marked  out 
its  progress  upon  the  map.

to  posts  and  signal  stations  on  the  approach 
of  a  storm. 


Heaplbss  Screws  for  Boots. — We  have 
all  heard  of  pegged  boots  and  sewed  boots, 
but  the  last  novelty  is  "  screwed "  boots. 
It  may  be  asked,  where  is  the  superiority  of 
"screwed"  soles  over  nailed  ?  It  is  here: 
the  thread  of  the  screw  holds  the  sole  upon 
the  bottom  of  the  boot  or  shoe,  as  long  as 
enough  of  the  metal  is  left  to  retain  this 
thread.  It  will  be  understood  that  an  iron, 
copper  or  steel-nail,  or  wooden  peg,  may 
drop  ont  or  so  far  wear  off,  that  the  sole 
will  work  through  these  fastenings,  and 
part  company  from  the  upper ;  but  not  so 
when  the  screw  takes  the  place  of  the  uail. 
As  long  as  the  thread  of  the  screw  remains 
— and  it  will  remain  .so  a.s  long  as  a  particle 
of  the  screw  is  left — the  leather  sole  will  be 
held  to  its  place,  and  wear  till  it  is  worn 
through.  We  understand  that  the  French 
army  shoe  is  manufactured  in  this  manner  ; 
good  stout  soles  put  on  with  the  hradless 
brass  screw.  This  screw  is  all  thread,  nnd 
by  a  peculiar  kind  of  a  machine  is  twisted 
through  the  outer  sole,  and  into  the  inner 
iiole,  when  it  is  rivetted  at  each  end.  The 
metal  being  brass  is  not  aflecled  by  water, 
and  the  wear  of  one  of  these  soles  Is  equal 
to  four  of  the  kind  which  are  sewed  or 
pegged.      ^ 

Neapolitan  Law. — A  young  Englishman, 
while  at  Naples,  was  introduced  at  an  as- 
sembly of  one  of  the  first  ladies  by  a  Nea- 
politan gentleman.  While  he  was  there  his 
snuff-box  was  stolen  from  him.  The  next 
day,  being  at  another  house,  he  saw  a  per- 
son taking  snuff'  out  of  his  box.  He  ran  to 
his  friend.  "There,"  said  he,  "that  man 
iu  blue,  with  gold  embroidery, is  taking  snuff 
out  of  the  box  tliat  was  stolen  from  me  yes- 
terday.

Edwin  Booth  reappeared  on  the  stage  be- 
fore a  New  York  audience  on  Wednesday 
evening  in  the  charac  er  of  Hamlet,  in  the 
Winter  Garden.  The  peculiar  circumstan- 
ces connected  with  his  retirement  from  Ihe 
stage  iuvested  his  return  to  it  with  unusual 
interest,  and  the  deep  affliction  he  had  suf- 
fered through  the  horrible  crime  of  one  of 
his  family  evoked  wide-spread  .sympathy 
The  theatre  was  cro'irded  to  excess  at  an 
early  hour,  and  The  World  gives  the  follow- 
ing account  of  the  sceie  at  the  appearance 
of  Mr   Booth  : 

•'  It  is  in  the  second  scene  of  the  first  act 
that  Hamlet  is  first  discovered — sealed  near 
the  throne  in  the  audience-chamber  of  the 
palace  at  Elsinore.  Upon  the  opening  of 
this  scene  the  enthusiasm  broke  forth  and 
surely  such  a  scene  was  never  before  wit- 
nessed in  a  theatre.  The  appl.ause  burst 
forth  spontaneously  from  every  part  of  the 
house.  The  men  stamped  clapped  their 
hands,  and  hurrahed,  continuously ;  the 
lailies  rose  in  their  seivts  and  waved  a  thous- 
and handkerchiefs  ;  and  for  five  minutes  a 
scene  of  wild  excitement  forbade  the  pro- 
gress of  the  play.  Mr.  Booth  was  at  first 
overcome  by  tbe  tremi*ndous  ovation.  His 
head  dropped  low  upon  his  breast,  and  his 
frame  shook  with  emotion,  the  huxzas  con- 
tinuing and  even  gath<>ring  force  and  volume 
as  they  were  prolongi'd.  he  arose  from  his 
chair  and  bowed  repeatedly.  In  a  moment 
or  two  more  the  agretable  tumult  subsided 
as  spoutaneously  as  il  had  begun,  and  the 
play  proceeded. 

"At  Ihe  close  of  every  act  the  enthusiasm 
bant  forth  auew,  ami  Mr.  Booth  was  com- 
pelled to  cross  the  stage  under  a  fire  of 
wreaths   apd  boquets,   and   saluted  by  the 


fcantie  taviai  ef  bandkerobi^a  »»<!  kftta 
and  tbe  mighty  /theers  of  the  mulUtud*- 

"  It  WW  at  th^  cloee  of  the  third  of  tbeM 
half-dozen  or  more  distinct  ovatioB*  that  a 
gallerian,  whoee  Mose  of  justice  might  weU 
qualify  him  for  »  poeition  on  the  beach  er 
in  the  jury-room,  demanded  'groans  for 
The  Neve  York  lUraM:  Tbia  mild  but  per- 
tinent request  awakened  a  storm  of  hiMoa 
and  iodiguaut  groan rngs  peculiar  to  politic- 
al meetings  iu  the  rioinity  of  election  daya. 
Afterjthat,  cheers  were  proposed  for  tbe  par- 
ty who  originated  the  idea  of  rebuking  th« 
recipient  of  the  Mareiiek  letters.  It  ia 
needless  to  say  that  the  necessary  ehcar*, 
followed  by  a  sturdy  •  tiger,'  were  promptly 
forthcomiug." 

Does  Yocr  Cuw  Kick  ?— Do  not  fly  int4 
a  passion  and  vent  your  vpite  in  kiekiag  har  " 
in  return,  or  by  tanning  her  with  a  hickorj 
gad.  Ton  will  only  run  the  risk  of  hurting 
your  toes,  spraining  your  auklea,  spoiling 
your  otherwise  tolerably  good  temper,  and 
perhaps  giving  yourself  cause  to  feel  very 
foolish  alter  yon  get  over  it.  You  will  not 
have  remedied  the  habit — if  habit  it  hat  be- 
come— in  the  cow ;  and  if  it  is  the  first 
time,  ^^ty  likely  such  a  course  will  causa 
her  to  continue  kicking  until  it  becomes  a 
habit.  Keep  cool,  pay  no  attention  to  the 
kick  ;  de  not  let  the  eew  notice  that  you 
know  she  kicked,  tie  on  milking  as  if 
nothing  had  happened,  and  in  nine  eaaea 
out  of  ten,  ench  a  course  will  cause  even  old 
practical  kickers  to  abandon  the  habit. — 
I  Ohio  Farner. 

In  additiun  to  these  excellent  sugges- 
tions, the  milker  should  keep  bis  finger 
nails  short,  as  this  sometimes  is  the  cause  of 
a  cuw'h  kicking.  If  the  teats  are  Under,  in 
cold  weather  the  dry  wind  will  chap  tham. 
Apply  a  liiile  lard  every  day  after  milking. 
If  the  hair  is  long  on  a  cow's  udder,  clip  it 
off  with  shears,  as  the  long  hairs  are  some- 
times pulled  BO  hard  in  milking,  that  a  cow 
will  kick.

Our 


liiiring  the  many  wftinliM-infca  and  voy- 
age-* which  uiy  brother  Eilumnd  and  luysvlf 
have  maile  up  and  down  the  earth  in  search 
of  wealth,  we  have  bocome  tolerably  aver- 
age iudge^i  of  many  things.  Furs,  slop 
clothing,  t:illow,'droshky  horses,  inns,  wine, 
bad  money,  are  but  a  tithe  of  the  things  ou 
which  we  should  be  competent  to  give  some 
sort  of  opinion :  but  there  are  two  things  of 
which  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  one 
shouM  have  a  good  judgment,— ships  and 
jUiips'  captains,  and  wo  consider  that  there 
are  very  few  landsmen  in  a  position  to  give 
u*  advice  on  either  of  these  two  subjects. 

Therefore  when  it  became  necessary  to 
choose  a  ship  to  make  what  we  determined 
to  be  our  last  voyage,  the  ditTerent  ships 
which  were  honored  with  our  notice  under- 
went a  very  severe  scrutiny  indeed.  One 
or  two  of  the  ships  *ouU  have  done,  but 
then  the  skippers  were  not  up  to  my  brother 
Edmunds  standard ;  and  in  cases  where  he 
passed  the  captain  I  got  fanciful  about  the 
ship.  We  rejected  them  all  save  one  we 
had  yet  to  see,  and  I  was  constrained  to  say, 
after  an  afternoon  spent  among  the  ship- 
ping.— 

•'  Me  dear  Ned,  at  this  rate  we  shall  not 
get  to  England  at  all.  Wc  really  must  try 
to  be  less  particular  with  the  Typhoon.

•  *■  OlT  the  battery:  "  and  away  we  bulled 
down  the  harbor,  past  the  lighthouse,  and 
past  the  berths  of  the  men-of-war,  just  in 
time  to  see  a  stream  of  fire  shoot  suddenly 
from  the  side  of  H.  M.  S.  Styx,  and  hear 
the  dull  heavy  boom  of  the  sunset  gun  go 
raiiling  away  among  the  quarries. 

I  sat  looking  at  the  infinitely  peaceful 
Bunlight  dying  out  upon  the  lonely,  happy 
hills,  whose  summits  I  could  see  above  the 
dark  quarries,  and  at  the  black  quarries 
close  on  the  shore  in  the  foreground,  which 
were  beginning  to  send  forth  in  strings, 
lines,  groups,  or  solitary  figures,  swarm 
after  swarm  of  gray  convicts,  dim,  un- 
earthly-looking under  the  growing  gloom, 
crowding  down  to  their  boats  like  souls  to 
I'haron's  bark.  It  struck  me  that  it  was 
like  looking  across  hell  to  heaven,  and  the 
eight  held  me  so  long  that  I  was  only 
aroused  by  Edmund's  saying,  "  Here  she

but  we  were  soon  on  deck  and  looked 
around  us.  It  was  one  of  the  finest  decks 
we  had  ever  been  on,  flush,  save  one  house 
aft,  which  took  the  place  of  a  poop,  but 
which  had  a  broad  gangway  round,  and  a 
large  elliptical  monkey-poop  astern.  So 
that,  do  you  see,  reader,  you  could  walk 
from  the  forecastle,  past  it,  to  the  wheel, 
and  so  round  it  back  again  ;  might  walk,  in 
short,  when  at  sea,  twenty  miles  without 
turning.  This  stiutTi  us  as  being  very 
charming,  and  we  had  every  opportunity  of 
seeing  it  at  its  best,  for  not  a  soul  was  in 
sight  but  one  lanky,  good-natured-looking 
midshipman,  to  whom  wo  addressed  our- 
selves. 

"  Can  you  tell  ns  where  the  first  officer  is, 
sir,  if  you  please  ?  "  I  asked. 

♦'  He  is  ashore,  drunk.  At  least  he  was 
half  an  hour  ago." 

_  "Can  you  tell  us  where  the  steward  is, 
■ir,  if  you  please  ?" 

"  Well,  I  am  afraid  it  won't  be  much  good 
to  tell  you,  for  I  am  afraid  Yorky  is  drunk 
too." 

This  was  very  nice  indeed.  "Are  the 
crew  on  board  ?  "  I  asked. 

"  No.  They  are  in  the  hulk,  doing  their 
six  weeks  for  running.  The  police  barge 
will  bring  them  on  board  the  night  before 
we  sail." 

I  looked  at  EiVmund,  and  saw  that,  like 
an  inconsistent  fiUow  as  he  was,  he  had 
fallen  so  deeply  in  love  with  the  ship's 
bows,  that  nothing  woulil  turn  him,  it'  the 
captain  looked  anything  like  business, 
thought  he  was  going  to  look  for  the  cap- 
tain but  he  did  not.

I  am  not  long 
married,  and  am  going  to  intrust  a  delicate 
wife  and  a  baby  to  your  keeping  for  four- 
teen thousand  miles.

I  am  not  fvjiunate  iu  my  ship's  company. 
I  havocoaio  lound  IVoni  tjnu  Iruncisco,  uud 
have  picked  Ihc  luiiiii  of  ihciu  up  there;  a 
queer  lot,  witli  all  the  tuvbiilcnce  of  Ameri- 
can sailors,  aud  not  one  of  tUoir  good  quitli- 
ties.  They  ran,  aiul  are  in  the  hulk  ;  they 
are  as  good  as  any  I  shall  pick  up  just  now. 
I  have  fcur  good  otUceis,  a  carpi-uier,  stew- 
ard, stewardess,  aud  one  midshipman;  and 
1  have  a  noble  lot  of  passengers,  thank Qod. 
I'll  i>uH  you  ihiou'rh." 

*'  The  steward  is  drunk,  is  he  not  '^"said  I. 

"  Well,  yes,"  and  the  skipper,  laughing, 
"  but  only  on  principle.  It  ain't  habitual. 
Wc  have  been  three  weeks  iu  the  lay  iu  bal- 
last, trying  to  get  cargo,  and  have  got  a 
little  wool  and  gold  ;  but  he  has  not  been 
ashore  more  than  three  hours.  Last  nigh 
he  told  his  wife  and  me  that  it  was  uusailor- 
like  and  uiilmky  to  go  to  sea  without  a 
bur^t,  and  so  he  lias  gone  on  short  to  get 
drunk.  He  is  an  excellaut  fellow,  1  assure 
you,  and  so  is  the  carpeu'er.' 

Wc  went  into  the  saloon,  and  Ihesleward- 
ess.  a  hard  headed,  hard-handed  Scotch 
woman,  showed  us  the  vacant  bertlis.  There 
were  now,  she  told  us.  near  KK)  passengers, 
but  most  of  thom  iu  the  second  cabin,  be- 
tween decks.

When  she  , 
understood  that  she  was  to  be  plagued  to 
death  all  the  voyage  by  a  delicate  young 
wife  and  a  baby,  her  satisfaction  knew  no 
bounds.  She  immediately  asked  my  bro- 
ther's Chi-istian  name,  and  has  never  called 
him  by  any  other  since.  Me  she  tolerated, 
and  1  thank  her 

But  as  we  looked  round  at  the  cabins 
(•pcning  out  of  the  saloon,  and  on  deck, 
please  to  understand)  a  hitch  occurred.  We 
came  to  a  cabin  door  on  which  there  was  a 
card,  and  on  it  was  written  in  a  large  hand, 
♦'Mrs.  Dishmore."  Aud  Edmund  said,  in 
the  most  peremptory  manner, — 

"  I  am  not  going  to  sail  in  the  same  ship 
with  that  woman.  She  is  intolerable 
enough  on  shore,  but  to  sea  with  that  wo- 
man I  don't  go. 

'•Nonsense,  Ned,"  I  said;  "you  need  not 
speak  to  her." 

«'  She  was  the  woman,  as  you  know,  that 
tried  her  hardest  to  prevent  Maria  from 
marrying  me,  and  I  hate  the  sight  of  her." 

"She  probably  only  repeated  what  the 
had  heard,"  I  said.  "  You  don't  know  any- 
thing against  the  woman  except  what  we  all 
know,  that  she  is  the  most  tiresome,  back- 
biting, meddlesome  Matty  in  the  three  re- 
publics.    Don't  be  a  fool." 

"  I'll  not  sail  with  that  woman,"  he  re- 
peated, as  we  went  over  the  side.  But  he 
did  nevertheless. 

That  evening,  after  having  tea  with  his 
wife,  we  went  away  on  a  little  expedition. 
Certain  custom-house  officers  had  become 
endeared  to  us  in  the  way  of  business,  and 
we  went  to  wijh  them  good  by.

A  handsome  young  Highlander,  in 
a  pretty  neat  blue  uniform,  young  enough 
to  be  nearly  beardless,  and  wiih  the  titles 
of  "gentleman"  and  "  good  fellow  "  writ- 
ten in  every  dimple  of  his  handsome  face, 
and  every  twinkle  of  his  laughing  hazel 
eyes.  His  eyes  grew  brighter  when  he  saw 
us,  and  he  came  towards  us  somewhat 
eagerly. 

"  I  have  heard  that  you  two  renegades 
were  come  here  to  look  rae  up,  and  were 
going  to  secede  from  the  sucking  republic, 
and  were  going  back  to  the  hag-ridden  old 
stepmother  Britain.  Kiss  the  sacred 
ground  when  you  land  for  me ;  and  tell  the 
dear  old  mother  that  I  will  come  back  some 
day,  if  it  is  only  to  lay  my  bones  in  her 
dear  old  bosom.  Ah,  happy  men  !  and  0 
most  unhappy  me.  If  I  had  not  unluckily 
been  born  a  gentleman,  I  might  at  this  mo- 
ment h.ave  been  a  gillie  of  Lord  Breadal- 
bane,  to  be  a  keeper  in  time;  and  might 
have  even  now  been  bathing  my  bare  legs 
in  the  silver  mists  of  divine  Schehallion. 
But  luck  is  against  me.  I  am  no  Lowland 
man  that  I  can  trade  ;  so  I  must  even  sit 
here  with  my  four  hundred  a  year,  biding 
my  time,  '  This  way  lies  madness,'  as  our 
great  Cockney  poet  says.  My  dear  old 
boys,  what  ship  are  you  going  by  ?" 
V  The  Typhoon." 

"  Ah  :  you  don't  happen  to  remember  the 
name  of  the  ship  in  which  .Jonah  took  pas- 
sage from  Joppa  to  Tarshish,  do  you?" 

"  Do  you  ?''  I  said.     "  Why  do  you  ask'?" 

"  It  was  not  the  Typhoon,  for  instance 
was  it  ?  "  our  friend  answered.  "  No,  by 
the  by,  it  wasn't.  In  fact,  now  I  come  to 
remember,  neither  the  name,  the  register, 
nor  even  the  name  of  the  master  of  that 
ship,  are  recorded  in  Holy  Writ.  Ah,  well! 
So  you  are  going  by  the  Typhoon?" 

My  brother  answered  decidedly,  "Yes. 
We  have  sailed  in  queerer  craft  than  she  is. 
Is  there  anything  against  her  ?" 

"  The  finest  ship  which  ever  came  into 
the  bay,"  our  friend  answered.  "  But  she 
has  a  queer  crew."

"A  gcndcuiau  and  a  sailor,  every  Inch  of 
him.  Clod  send  him  ahvayn  as  good  a  ship, 
and  always  a  better  uicw." 

"Well,"  Biiid  Edmund,  "  we  will  chance 
the  crew  ;   how  abcui  ilic  oliicers'" 

"  Let  itio  introduce  you  to  the  lirst  mate," 
said  our  friend,  and  fo^thwiih  took  us  across 
the  room,  and  presented  us  to  ihe  luan  wo 
had  noticetl  on  entering.  Now  I  got  near 
to  him,  1  was  obliged  to  confess  to  myself 
that  he  was  one  of  the  niosl  ill-looking  ilogs 
I  had  ever  seen.  Wee  shall  see  more  of 
him  directly. 

As  for  the  rest,  we  could  only  (gather  that 
the  ship  was  a  splendid  ship,  and  that  tlie 
captain  was  a  jewel.  That  eiuiientcd  ns  on 
the  whole.  On  Ihe  third  day  from  that  wc 
were  onboard,  wailing  for  the  mail  bag.  I 
was  standing  on  the  house  ou  deok  by  the 
captain,  watching  fur  tho  last  lime  the 
ewnrms  of  gray  convicts  in  tho  black  quar- 
ries, and  tho  pleasant,  sunny,  peaiiel'iil  hills 
which  lay  beyond,  thiiikiiij',  that,  alter  all, 
it  was  a  cfn/  dear  ohl  i-ouiilry,  and  gelling 
pathetic  about  leaving  it,  when  1  heunl  a 
quiet  voice  behind  us  say, — 

"  Are  you  going  to  lake  steam,  sir  ?" 

The  captain  turned  imiuediately.  "I 
think  this  suck  from  the  north  will  do,  sir, 
if  it  holds." 

I  turned  when  the  skipper  turned,  and 
saw  for  the  first  lime  our  Brown  Passenger. 

He  was  very  brown  indeed.  A  scrupu- 
lously dressed,  middle-sized  man,  with  a 
very  brown  face,  and  iron-gray  close-crop- 
ped hair.  No  appearance  ol  beard  or  whis- 
kers. Say  an  oUl  man,  if  you  like;  yet  so 
singularly  handsome,  with  such  intelligence, 
vitality,  and  determination  in  his  face,  that 
(tne  felt  glad  that  he  was  not  a  suitor  for 
the  hand  of  any  young  lady  whom  one  pro- 
posed to  make  one's  own.  I  liked  the  looks 
of  him  exceedingly.  lUit  unfortunately,  he, 
at  first,  could  not  admire  the  looks,  even  the 
presence,  of  either  my  brother  or  myself.  I 
found  out  afterwards  the  reason  of  this.  It 
was  our  beards.  He  told  Mrs.  Dishmore, 
during  an  interval  of  squabbling,  that  he 
despised  any  man  who  was  too  lazy  to  shave 
himself,  antl  of  course  Mrs.  Dishmore,  who 
sparred  with  us  (or  to  speak  more  properly 
me)  worse  than  she  did  with  him,  told  us. 
I  was  never  anything  but  very  civil  to  the 
man,  even  before  this,  and  alwaps  tried  to 
make  peace  between  him  and  my  brother, 
who  never  submitted  to  him  for  one  instant. 
But  through  it  all,  I  think  he  liked  Edmund 
better  than  he  did  m^. 

On  this  occasion,  when  the  captain  had 
walked  forward,  I  was  gushingly  polite  to 
him.  I  said,  to  open  the  conversation, 
"  This  wind  will  take  us  through  the  Heads 
in  ten  hours,  sir.  Our  crew  are  a  rough 
lot,  but  they  seem  smart." 

"I  don't  profess  to  know  much  of  this 
sort  of  business,  sir,"  he  growled  ;  "  but  if 
I  may  be  allowed  an  opinion,  I  should  say 
that  a  more  turbulent,  drunken  set  of  vaga- 
bonds never  had  charge  of  a  ship  before." 
And  then  he  walked  aft,  as  if  I  was  utterly 
below  contempt. 

I  said  to  myself,  "  You  arc  a  cool  hand, 
and  somewhat  impertinent.  You  have  been 
living  in  Queer  Street,  and  have  got  a  his- 
tory. I  should  like  to  know  it.  But  you 
must  not  be  impertinent  to  me,  young  gen- 
tleman. I  have  lived  in  Queer  Street,  too, 
though  I  don't  know  pour  number.  Folks 
who  have  once  lived  in  Queer  Street  are 
never  impertinent  to  me.  You  must  be  won 
over.     You  are  worth  it." 

But  meanwhile  our  rascally  crew,  Lascars, 
whitewashed  Americans,  and  "sundry,"  had 
got  the  anchor  up,  and  some  sails  spread, 
and  we  began  to  travel  down  the  harbor  be- 
fore the  north  wind.  Our  skipper  knew  the 
harbor  well  enough  to  drop  his  pilot,  and 
take  her  through  the  Heads  upon  his  own 
responsibility.  All  down  the  long  harbor, 
the  ship  was  as  steady  as  a  rock,  but  when 
she  had  passed  those  heads,  and  felt  the 
swell  of  the  great  Indian  Ocean,  the  yards 
were  braced  up,  the  great  ship  seemed  to 
give  a  sigh,  and  bent  over  to  her  sixteen 
thousand  miles  battle  with  the  elements. 
My  last  recollection  of  the  beautiful,  melan- 
choly country  which  we  shall  never  see 
again,  is  this  :  as  our  ship  made  her  first, 
sickening  plunge  into  the  ocean,  and  showed 
us  that  she  was  not  a  mere  inert  mass  of 
iron,  but  a  glorious,  almost  living  creation 
of  the  human  brain  I  standing  on  the  quarter 
deck,  and  feeling  as  if  the  bottom  of  my 
stomach  was  coming  out  at  every  sickening 
plunge,  (I  am  never  sea-sick,  that  is  quite 
another  thing)  noticed  that  we  were  passing 
II.  M.  S.  Styx,  which  was  thundering  on  in 
the  teeth  of  the  wind,  at  one  moment  show- 
ing us  in  beautiful  contrast  her  gleaming 
white  deck,  at  another  her  long  black  hull 
in  which  the  volcano  slept.  Sixty-four 
pounders  are  pop  guns  in  these  jjays,  of 
course,  but  nevertheless,  she  looked  about 
as  ill-tempered  and  dangerous  and  ill  tem- 
pered a  bit  of  goods  as  ever  floated  on  the 
high  seas. 

Meanwhile  we  had  got  the  westerly  wind 
and  with  it  the  great  westerly  swell.  The 
ship  began  to  roll  heavily  as  she  flew  before 
it,  burying  her  lee  bulwarks  continually. 
For  a  few  days  I  stayed  much  on  deck,  but 
it  soon  got  to  cool.  The  ship's  head  was 
southward,  aud  the  days  grew  shorter,  and 
the  whirling  snow-storm  more  frequent  as 
she  went  howling  down  towards  the  welter- 
ing seas  of  the  Antartic  Ocean. 

Now  I  had  leisure  to  examine  our  fel- 
low passengers  more  closely.  The  first  one 
I  naturally  studied  was  the  one  who  gives  a 
title  to  this  paper — the  man  known  tons  on 
the  first  half  of  our  voyage  as  "the  Brown 
Passenger." 

I  liked  him,  but  he  was  very  queer  and 
reserved ;  and  he  for  the  first  few  days,  did 
not  seem  to  like  me.  His  great  objection, 
as  he  told  me  after,  was  my  beard  ;  but 
even  after  he  had  passed  that  over,  and  he 
had  become  familiar,  I  could  not  find  out 
who  he  was,  what  was  his  rank  in  life, 
what  his  opinions  were,  or  where  he  had 
been.  He  was  the  closest  man  I  ever  met. 
He  agreed  with  me  in  a  qualified  way,  till, 
like  the  late,  Mrs.  Shandy,  he  nearly  drove 
me  mad.  He  was  so  exasperatingly  nega- 
tive and  reticent,  and  what  made  the  matter 
still  more  exasperating  was  that  there  was 
force  and  decision  on  every  line  of  his 
brown  face.  He  was  a  man  of  action,  and 
of  strong  convictions,  and  yet  I  could  never 
strike  a  spark  out  of  him.  I  used  to  try. 
I  felt  sure  that  the  man  had  corns  some- 
where on  his  feet,  and  I  used  to  stamp  about 
vaguely  to  try  and  punch  one  of  them.  I 
never  got  any  acknowledgment  out  of  him, 
however,  but  a  slow,  amused  smile.  I  saw 
that  he  liked  me  the  better  for  my  efforts  to 
irritate  him  into  some  expression  of  opin- 
ion, but  the  only  visible  result  was  the  same 
bright,  quiet  smile,  and  that  only  appeared 
when  I  had  contradicted  myself  in  trying 
to  irritate  him,  and  he  had  in  a  few  clear 
words,  showed  me  that  I  was  contradicting 
myself.  I  gave  it  up  aftar  a  week,  for  1 
made  the  not  very  flattering  discovery  that 
he  was  amusing  himself  with  me.  He  was 
Somebody,  I  said  to  myself,  a  man  who  had 
been  knocked  about  the  world  a  good  deal, 
had  heard  many  opinions  expressed,  and 
would  not  commit  himself.  The  captain, 
on  inquiry,  told  me  that  he  had  knocked 
about  the  world  a  good  deal,  and  that  his 
name  was  Hatterton ;  that  was  all  I  ever 
got  out  of  the  skipper. 

I  said  that  his  qualities  were  entirely  neg- 
ative. Why  no  ;  he  smoked  more  Bengal 
cheroots  than  I  ever  remember  another  man 
doing.  And  for  another,  his  extreme  dis- 
like and  opposition  to  Mrs.  Dishmore,  was 
by  no  means  negative,  but  positive.  This 
naturally  leads  us  to  Mrs.  Dishmore. 

Mrs.  Dishmore  was  originally  a  Miss 
Polk.  She  first  burst  upon  the  gaze  of  the 
startled  world  as  a  most  advanced  lecturer 
upon  the  rights  of  women.  That  she  was 
ever  a  bloomer  is  entirely  untrue  ;  but  she 
went  further  in  her  notions^  even  of  dress 
than  her  friends  chose  to  follow  her.  Age, 
however,  brought  experience.  She  receded 
from  her  exlremer  views,  and  contented 
ii«rs«lf  with  09At]:»di9tiDg  aad.»«lliog  right 


cTery  one  with  whom  bhecftmo  In  oo&Uot. 
without  regard  to  age,  B«x,or  degree  of  »• 
poriouoo.  Hearing  that  an  exoelloui  Roman 
Catholic  lady  was  doing  some  good  work 
among  honicles8|girl8  iu|tbe  city  we  had  just 
left,  she  thought,  knowing  nothing  about 
tha  mailer,  and   having  nothing  else  to  do, 

thai  she  could  go  out  and   show    Mrs.  , 

tho  proper  way  of  doing  her  work.  Now 
began  our  aoquHintanco  with  her,  and  my 
brother's  intense  dislike  to  her.  She  came 
in  tho  saitie  nhip  with  my  sisler-in  law,  who 
was  coming  out  to  lie  married  to  my  brother, 
and"l>oor  Maria  poured  her  protty  little  se- 
cret into  the  uusynipathizing  und  tlinly 
bosom  of  Miss  Polk,  who  <lcvoted  the  wliole 
voyage  in  trying  to  persuade  my  sisler-iu- 
law  to  break  otl  the  match,  and  join  her 
iulliejiiys  aud  independence  of  a  single 
life,  liouded  logelher  against  the  tyranny  of 
man.      Wii;it  with  IMiiiund's   wife    insisting 

on  iiiarryiu}!;  Edmund,  and  .Mrs.  atlirui- 

ing  liiiil  uiie  knew  her  own  busint-ss  besl^ 
iind  refusing  in  be  assisted  on  any  terms, 
Mi.ss  I'olk  grew  ilisgtislcd  with  ihiugs  in 
general,  and  some  of  her  own  ojiiuions  in 
J  articular,  aud  in  a  moo  Wf  lolly  and  self- 
denying  Hcurn,  prt>pi'Si-d  to  l)i>:hui0re,  a 
meek  but  wealthy  lillle  iron-ihoiiger,  who 
was  flattered  by  her  notice  of  him,  and  ac- 
cepled  her  proposition  with  gr.;al  pU-,'isure. 

Poor  .Mrs.  Dihsmore  was,  1  luu^i  uUow,  a  I 
Icriible  c  iniradidoryatid  huiiii  t'o;is  Wnman 
— always  belling   her    hnnds    to  do    man's 
work    insle.id  of  woman's ;    but    there  was 
something  more  than  that  merely  that  made  ' 
our  brown  jiassengcr  Hatierion  tnko    such 
an  intense  dislike  to  her.    The  fact  was  that  ] 
she  ollended  him  aud  jarred  upon  his  senses 
by  every  word  and  gesture  ;    he    hated    her 
way  of  going  on,  and  she  of  a    far  coarser 
texture  of  nerve,  was  utterly  unable  to  see  j 
that  she  repelled  him.     She    looft   a   greafi 
fancy  to  him,  and  followed  himevery  where, 
until  he  was  sometimes  driven  to  the  forecas- 
tle, and  even  to  the  masthead.  1 

I  shall  never  forget  his  face  ihc  first  day,  j 
at  noon,  when  Mrs.  Dishmore  took    out  her  I 
sextant  and  look  her  observation    at  noon.  I 
She  had  a   chart  of  her  own,   and  always 
marked  the  ship's  place,  never  nmkiiig  her 
reckoning    with   the    skipper,   and   always 
maintaining  that  she  was  right.      However 
as  I  once  marked  the  place  from   her  reck- 
oning, and  made  the  discovery  that  Ihe  ship 
was  in  the  centre  of  the  Brazils,  forty  miles 
north  of  the  city  of  Goyaz,  I  wns  less  anx- 
ious about  the  captain's  incompetency  than 
I  should  have  been. 

The  first  and  almost  the  only  piece  of  con- 
dence  I  ever  got  from  Mr.  Hatterton,  was 
late  one  wild  night  when  I  met  him  coming 
into  the  saloon,  wiih  an  expression  of  face 
which  was  partly  astonishment  and  partly 
exasperation.  He  had  never  .spoken  to  me 
familiarly  before,  but  he  must  speak  to  some 
one,  and  he  spoke  to  me.  "Sir,"  he  said, 
"  I  am  blesed  if  that  woman  ain't  on  deck 
in  the  cook's  mackintosh,  taking  a  luuar." 

The  captain  turned  out  to  be  a  most  gal- 
lant and  charming  sailor,  and  the  first  offi- 
cet,  did  not  belie  his  character  either.  He 
was  a  headlong,  ill-conditioned  rutfian.  He 
never  forgave  my  brother's  hoity-toity 
treatment  of  )iim  in  the  ofiice  room  of  the 
ship,  but  he  was  afraid  of  my  brother,  aud 
tried  whether  or  no  he  could  avenge  him- 
self on  me  by  a  variety  of  petty  insults.  I 
had  to  stop  it. 

The  crew  were  a  great  study.  I  wish 
there  was  room  in  this  paper  for  a  descrip- 
tion of  them.  Such  few  of  thcni  as  had  not 
been  "picked  up  at  San  Francisco,  had  been 
got  drunk  out  of  the  crimp-houses  in  the 
port  from  which  we  sailed.  I  should  say 
there  were  twenty-five  of  them;  one  or  two 
Lascars,  one  or  two  Portuguese,  one  Amer- 
can  (U.  S.)  and  one  Baltic-German.  All  of 
the  rest  called  themselves  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  were  of  the  class  com- 
monly called  whitewashed  Yankees,  and 
who  seem  to  be  as  cordially  detested  by  the 
real  Americrn  sailor  as  they  are  by  the 
Biilish  captains.  I  have  carefully  separated 
the  one  real  American  sailor — as  fine  a  fel- 
low as  ever  stepped  ("run")  from  a  Pacific 
whaler — from  them,  as  you  see.  We  dis- 
liked the  slangy,  turbuleiit,  quarrelsome 
rowdies  enough,  but  his  u-ntterable  con- 
tempt for  them  was  too  deep  for  words.  He 
was  a  great, blonde,  handsome  giant,  with  a 
beard  hailing  from  Nantucket,  as  he  said. 
He  used  to  put  all  the  rest  of  the  crew  out 
of  his  way  like  dirt,  and  I  expected  to  see  a 
knife  in  his  ribs  every  day.  But  he  ruled 
them  like  a  lord,  nevertheless,  and  they 
looked  upon  him  as  a  demigod.  He  was  one 
of  the  great  new  race,  and  their  dog  in- 
stincts told  them  so.  They  were  always 
brutally  fighting  one  another,  but  no  one — 
though  some  of  them  were  as  big  as  he — 
dared  offer  to  fight  him.  He  was  familiar 
with  no  one  except  my  brother,  and  our 
Brown  Passenger,  Hatterton,  .who  seemed 
to  appreciate  him.  He,  alihough  with  a 
deep  belief  in  the  glory  of  the  United 
States,  wanted  to  see  England.  And  it  is 
strange,  but  perfectly  true,  that  the  place 
of  all  others  that  he  wanted  to  see  in  Eng- 
land was — what? — Stratford-on-Avon  !  He 
didn't  know  his  Shakspeare  worth  mention- 
ing, but  he  was  very  angry  with  me  because 
I  laughed  at  him  for  this  whim  of  his.  But 
a  whim  it  was,  and  he  gratified  it. 

Hatterton,  my  brother,  the  good  natured 
and  solitary  midshipman,  the  American  sail- 
or, and  myself,  were  one  night  sitting  to- 
gether in  the  waist  during  the  interval  of 
a  snow  storn,  when  he  said  this  :  "I  suppos% 
Squire,"  to  Mr.  Hatterton,  "ever  since 
Noah's  ark  sailed  from  the  port  of  Babylon, 
crew  eight  souls  all  told,  and  an  amount  of 
live  stock  rhat  could  only  be  excused  under 
the  circumstances,  that  a  queerer  lot  never 
put  to  sea  than  the  present  ship's  company  " 

"We  are  a  devilish  queer  lot,"  answered 
Hatterton.  "I  have  seen  some  queer  things 
myself,  and  some  queer  crews,  but  never 
anything  like  this.  Why  the  deuce  pre- 
vents the  crew,  headed  by  the  mate,  from 
walking  aft  some  fine  night,  and  taking  the 
ship  northward,  and  running  her  on  shore 
on  the  coast  of  Peru,  to  spend  the  eight 
thousand  ounces  of  gold  on  board,  is  past 
my  comprehension." 

"The  passengers  ! — the  passengers." 

"The  passengers!"  said  our  Brown  Pas- 
senger with  the  deepest  contempt,  "the  pas- 
sengers." 

"  Ay,  squire,  there's  passengers,  and 
there's  pas-sengers.  As  for  emigrants,  you 
might  slaughter  a  shipftil  of  them  like  sheep, 
but  such  fellows  as  this  one  and  this  one 
(pointing  to  my  brother  and  me)  have  had 
their  lives  in  their  hands  before  now.  They 
would  fight ;  and  there  are  fifty  more  men 
aboard  like  them,  or  better.  They  know  it. 
They'll  never  come  aft.  If  they  do,  God 
help  'em. 

They  never  did,  and  they  never  will.  The 
passengers  distrusted  the  crew,  and  the 
crew  knew  it,  and  insulted  the  passengers. 
There  was  no  commnnication  and  no  collis- 
ion between  us  until  the  very  lasl .  There 
were  six  people  berthed  aft,  that  dared  go 
forward,  and  these  were — the  first  mate  (the 
worst  ruffian  of  all)  the  carpenter,  the  stew- 
ard and  his  wife,  and  strange  to  say,  Hat- 
terton, the  Brown  Passenger,  who  went  for- 
ward and  send  them  right  and  left  like  un- 
ruly dogs ;  and  stranger  still,  Eliza  Dish- 
more. She,  as  they  would  say  in  their  bar- 
barous slang,  "slowed"  them.  They  could 
not  make  her  out  at  all.  Whether  she  was 
a  woman  or  a  man  in  disguise  ;  whether  she 
was  sailing  the  ship  or  the  captain  was, 
(she  had  a  deal  more  to  say  about  it  than 
ever  he  had),  they  could  not  make  out  ;  but 
Ejhe  cleared  them  out  of  her  way  in  a  royal 
matter-of-fact  style  which  had  the  desired 
effect.  She  was  on  the  lorecastle  once  in 
half  a  gale,  when  the  ship  was  going  about 
three-quarters  free  (I  must  mind  being  too 
nautical)  when  a  man  at  the  wheel  drove  the 
ship's  nose  into  it ;  that  is  to  say,  shortly 
laid  the  ship  under  water.  Eliza  Dishmore 
having  rescued  herself  from  Ihe  lee  scup- 
pers, walked  aft  and  gave  it  to  that  man. 
What  she  .taid  to  him,  or  how  she  contrived 
to  hurt  his  feelings  to  the  extent  she  did 
we  shttll  never  know.  But  he  aud  the  res 
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Mrs.  Dibluaoro  tflerwardi.    I  am  glad  that 
/  WiU  not  tho  man  at  tho  wheel,  how«ver. 

You  hare  gone  with  luc  so  far.  It  seems 
to  me  that  1  have  nothing  more  to  tell  you 
about  the  ship,  '>r  the  different  relations  of 
those  sailing  in  her.  Now  comes  an  inci- 
dent which  altered  the  most  of  those  rela- 
tions, and  which  makes  this  little  story 
worth  telling. 

When  you  got  lower  down  than  50°  south, 
a  great  west  wind,  always  strong,  aud  some- 
times, nay,  more  than  sometimes  breezing  up 
into  a  galo,  blows  round  the  world  :  the 
wind  against  which  Lord  Anson  fought,  and 
in  his  noble  ignorance  did  a  noble  deed  of 
British  seamanship.  We  were  going  before 
this  wind  now,  Itut  southing  on  it  to  make 
as  near  as  possible,  the  great  circl«  of  Ihe 
Itebel  .Maury.  Sometimes  the  wind  had  a 
few  ilegrees  north  in  it,  somelime.Ol  few 
degrees  south.  One  evening  it  was  co  near- 
ly nortliwe.st  that  the  ship  still  heading 
southward,  was  lai<l  over  with  the  water 
tearing  in  cascailes  over  her  lee  bulwarks. 

Thut  day  we  had  had  champagne.  Three 
days  bel'iirc,  it  hud  blown  up  .iito  a  gale, 
and  llie skipper  had  put  the  ship  bi-fore  it, 
and  we  h:td  run  a  thousand  miles  iu  ninety- 
six  hours  — a  most  splendid  run  for  any  ship 
in  such  a  heavy  sea;  that  was  the  reason  of 
the  chanip:igne. 

That  same  evening  the  skipper,  the  Brown 
Passenger  and  myself  were  smoking  on  the 
i|iiarler-(ierk.  The  gule  had  moder.-ited,  but 
Ihe  sea  was  getting  heavier  and  heuvier. 
The  wind,  as  I  said,  was  northwest  and 
very  warm,  (jilcase  to  remember  that  we 
were  iu  the  southern  hemisphere,  and  that 
the  wind  was  from  the  equator)  but  as  the 
evening  dropped,  it  grew  colder  iiud  colder 
until  it  got  deadly  chill.  Then  as  the  dark- 
ness settled  down  on  the  face  of  the  wild, 
heaving  waters,  a  snow  storm  came  drifting 
on  the  wind,  and  made  the  ship  look  to  us 
from  Ihe  quarter-deck,  like  the  ghost  of  a 
ship,  driving  through  a  sea  of  pitch. 

Onr  good  skipper  bad  been  talking  to  our 
brown  jiassenger,  Hatterton,  and  they  both 
seemed  ilissatisfied  with  something.  1  heard 
the  skipper  suy,  "1  must  turn  in.  I  cannot 
stand  five  and  twenty  hours  of  it.  Keep  on 
deck  as  long  us  you  can.  Here  he  is."  And 
then  the  first  officer  came  up  to  relieve  him. 

"Mr.  Hicks,''  were  his  last  words.  "If  it 
comes  on  any  thicker,  lay  the  ship  too  im- 
mediately. Be  sure  of  this.  I  must  turn 
in." 

Hatterton  and  I  stayed  on  deck  a  little 
while,  and  the  weatlier  seemed  mending. 
The  intervals  between  the  snow-storms  were 
longer,  and  we  thought  the  night  would  lift, 
so  we  went  and  turned  in  too,  and  I  tried  to 
sleep. 

But  I  could  not.  Three  thousand  miles 
from  land  in  those  awful,  desolate  latitudes, 
a  ghastly  danger  all  around,  unseen,  and 
yet  ne.ir  enough  to  lay  its  hand  upon  one's 
heart,  and  freeze  one's  blood,  and  the  ship 
dashing  along  under  charge  of  a  reckless, 
drunken  villain.  Sleep — not  I!  I  once  more 
got  out  of  my  warm  bed  (it  was  freezing 
cold  now  and  I  shook  with  fear  as  well)  antl 
went  on  deck.  My  worst  fears  were  real- 
ized :  we  were  in  the  midst  of  a  blinding 
snow-storm,  and  Ihe  ship  was  flying  through 
it  at  her  best  pace.  To  ^remonstrate  with 
the  drunken  madman,  Hicks,  was  to  be  told 
to  mind  my  own  business.  1  turned  to  arouse 
the  captain. 

0  that  ghastly  yell  I — that  hideous  cry  of 
dispair  that  went  to  my  heart  like  a  dagger, 
and  lold  me  that  the  end  had  come.  It  was 
the  horrified  shriek  of  the  watch  forward. 
It  was  inarticulate,  bnt  if  the  words  for 
which  the  cry  was  intended,  had  been  spo- 
ken  never  so  slowly  or  so  loudly,  they  could 
not  have  told  the  disaster  more  plainly.  We 
were  lost. 

Almost  .it  the  bowsprit  end,  the  snow 
seemed  to  tliicken  and  solidify,  forming  a 
white  wall  across  her  course.  I  doubt  if 
there  was  time  to  put  the  helm  down.  I 
had  time  to  see  one  hideous  white  ice  crystal 
just  to  the  right  of  the  fore  royal  yard,  and 
then  I  crouched  against  the  bulwark  expect- 
ing the  shock. 

It  came  in  an  instant.  The  ship  stopped 
so  suddenly  that  I  was  thrown  along  the 
deck,  bruised  and  lAirt.  And  then  one  heard 
the  crash.  There  was  a  ripping,  tearing 
and  crashing  of  wood  all  around,  and  last 
of  all,  the  sound  of  heavy  bodies  falling 
through  the  air,  as  the  masts  came  headlong 
down,  one  on  deck,  and  two  partly  over- 
board. Then  ruin  and  confusion  unuttera- 
ble, indescribable. 

1  suppose  that  my  coufage  is  about  the 
same  as  that  of  commonplace  people,  but  it 
would  be  worse  than  absurd  to  conceal  the 
fact  that  I  was  dazed  and  stunned  by  Ihe 
hideous  disas'cr,  and  did  not  for  a  certain 
very  short  time,  know  what  to  do.  This 
may  have  paUly  arisen  from  the  fact  that  I 
instinctively  knew,  or  thought  I  knew  that 
nothing  could  bcdione,that  death  was  a  mat- 
ter of  minutes.  But  this  was  not  the  case 
with  the  crew.  Their  sailor  instincts  taught 
them  better.  The  first  thing  I  became 
aware  of,  the  first  thing  with  any  kind  of 
method  in  it,  which  happened  after  the  ruin 
was  this:  the  crew  were  crowding  into  the 
two  larboard  boats,  which  still  hung  in  the 
davits  (the  starboard  boats  had  been  crush- 
ed to  atoms  by  the  fall  of  the  foremast)  and 
were  leaving  the  ship. 

The  first  boat,  lowered  with  Clifford's  ap- 
paratus, was  in  the  water  in  a  moment,  and 
in  another  was  stove,  and  sunk  among  the 
wreck.  Not  a  soul  in  her  came  on  board 
again.  The  other  hung  in  the  davits  long- 
er; their  complement  was  made  up  of  but  two 
— the  carpenter,  and  the  American  sailor, 
who  stood  before  me.  The  carpenter  was 
not  to  be  found,  and  the  American  stood 
looking  at  them. 

A  young  man  had  forced  his  way  up  from 
the  second  cabin,  and  came  to  them.  1  heard 
what  he  said. 

"  There's  room  for  a  dozen  more  souls  in 
that  boat,  mates.  Take  my  wife  with  you  ; 
for  the  love  of  God,  take  her  !  " 

No  answer  to  him  but  curses. 

"  Where  is  the  carpenter  ?  We  must  have 
Chips,"  they  cried.  "Jump  in,  Yankee. 
Come  on,  or  you'll  be  too  late." 

I  cannot  give  the  American's  answer.  It 
was  too  rough.  The  Words  in  which  he 
expressed  his  unutterable  contempt  for  them 
would  not  do  to  reproduce  here.  Yet,  coarse 
as  they  were,  they  were  so  vvondrous  witty 
that  even  while  I  am  dwelling  on  the  hor- 
rors of  that  night,  I  cannot  forbear  to  laugh 
while  I  recall  them. 

The  first  mate,  who  commanded  this  boat 
gave  the  word  to  lower  away,  and  they  went 
down  the  ship's  side  into  night  and  darkness, 
never  to  be  heard  of  again.  It  is  impossible 
to  guess  at  their  fate.  They  may  have  been 
swamped  soon,  or  they  may  have  been  tossed 
on  that  bitter,  weltering  sea  till  they  ate  one 
another.  Who  can  tell?  May  God  forgive 
them ! 

It  was  full  moon,  and  the  night  was  light. 
I  saw  that  the  ship  was  settling  down  by  the 
head,  and  moreover  had  swung  clear  of  the 
berg,  and  was  going  to  settle  herself  down 
decently,  without  any  more  breakage. 
There  was  a  great  deal  of  noise  and  confu- 
sion. The  second  cabin  passengers  had 
broken  up  from  below,  preferring,  for  some 
reason,  the  having  a  wild,  desperate  strug- 
gle for  life  to  being  drowned  en  rtiasxc  So 
there  was  some  five-and  twenty  tragedies 
taking  place  around  m<^,  which  I  hardly  no- 
ticed, for  belween  you  and  I,  reader,  life 
happened  to  be  very  precious  to  nie  just  at 
that  time,  and  I  was  selfish  and  loath  to  die. 
But  some  one  laid  a  hand  on  my  shoulder, 
and  I  looked  round  and  saw  who  it  was. 

Eliza  Dishmore.  She  said,  "  The  ship  is 
sinking,  is  it  not  ?  " 

I  said  yes.     "  Had  she  seen  my  brother 
I  should  like  to  see  him  again." 

"  He  is  with  his  wife  and  child.  Better 
leave  them  alone.  Even  a  brother  would  be 
d«  trop.     Stay  and  die  with  me." 

"  I  will  heartily  consent  to  die  with  so 
brave  a  woman." 

"  I  always  liked  yon,"  she  said.  "  You 
never  belici-ed  in  me,  but   you  wcro  always 
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will  tell  m(,  I  know,  when  ihttini*  oomeilo 
say  good-bye." 

"It  will  not  bo  long,"  I  Mid,  " Look  at 
the  angle  if  the  deck  now." 

"  It  has  been  like  that  this  ten  mieuteR," 
she  said.  "There  must  be  some  hitch  in  the 
perform  an  je." 

I  might  lave  thought  she  was  taking  things 
rather  ooidly,  and  I  do  now.  But  at  this 
moment  I  was  nearly  knocked  down  by  the 
carpenter,  who  appeared  at  full  speed  from 
forward,  und  who  seemed  to  be  mad.  The 
American  sailor  turned  round  and  joined  us 
at  this  moment ;  and  we  either  did  say  some- 
I  hing,  or  were  going  to  say  something,  to  one 
another,  when  we  were  interrupted  )>y  a  voice 
— a  voice  from  the  quarter-devk,  which 
seemed  to  livide  the  dark  night  of  death  like 
a  tlame  of  fire,  and  send  despair  lik«>  a  howl- 
ing ghost  o  wander  over  the  desolate,  ice- 
ridden  sea.  which  was  ready  to  engulf  us.  A 
voice  loud  shrill  and  clear,  audible  in  every 
syllalde,  even  in  expression,  though  so  loud 
that  every  (»ne  heiird  if  plainly  above  the 
wa.sh  of  llie  waves,  and  the  beuling  of  the 
floating  wreck  upon  the  iron  sides  of  Ihe 
ship.  It  ivas  heard  by  every  mau  and  wo- 
man upon  iliut  deck;  lor  at  the  hearing  of 
it,  the  par  ing,  wailing  groups  broke  up,  and 
the  men  'anie  staggering  sift  toward  Ihe 
i|iiarter-deck,  pushing  one  another  aside  iu 
their  conltFt  to  get  nearer  to  it. 

The  voue  shrilled  out  this  upon  the  night 
and  ruin  :  "The  ship  is  notbiukiug;  Ihe 
fore  coiuf  artinent  has  been  stove,  but  the 
next  is  perfectly  dry.  Men  I  if  you  ever 
want  to  se'^  England  again,  get  to  work  aud 
cut  away  the  wreck  of  Ihe  masts  !  " 

Whose  voice  was  it'/  I  had  never  heard 
it  before.  I  looked  up  at  a  light  w liich  was 
burning  at  Ihe  binnacle  on  the  fore  i>art  of 
the  quarter-deck,  and  saw  the  face  of  our 
Brown  Pa-scngcr,  Hatterton,  peering  down 
into  the  darkness.  The  voice  was  liis.  The 
.American  sailor.  Eliza  Dishmore  aud  nyself 
immediately  adjourned  to  that  game  binna- 
cle for  oniers  ;  and  I  well  remember  that 
the  American  sailor  bowed  precedence  to 
both  of  un  as  wc  went  up  the  ladder. 

"Carpenter,"  he  said,  as  we  approached 
him,  "  go  forward  and  give  the  young  men 
their  orders.  Have  the  wreck  of  the  fore- 
mast and  mizzenmast  cut  away  -.  that  will 
do  till  daylight.  The  mainmast  must  Lie  on 
deck  at  piesent  ;  that  will  do  for  to-night. 
Be  sharp,  now^,  or  we  shall  have  another 
hole  knocked  in  the  ship's  side.  We  are  to 
theleewaid  of  ice  now,  but  we  shall  drift 
into  the  fwell  again  directly,  and  then  I 
wouldn't  give  two-pence-halfpenny  for  us, 
with  that  wreck  hanging  overboard." 

I  went  towards  him,  and  I  said,  "What 
shall  I  do,  sir?" 

'•  You  :  Let  me  see.  Who  the  devil  is  it  ? 
Ah  I  I  see  You  are  a  very  popular  fellow, 
with  a  gift  of  Ihe  gab.  A  very  good  gift, 
mind  you  I  wish  I  had  it.  '\ou  ?  let  me 
see :  you  a;o  and  animate  them.  Tell  them 
I  am  goini5  'o  lake  the  ship  to  Valparaiso, 
and  that  th»re  is  not  the  least  fear  of  my  not 
doing  .so.     Have  you  seen  the  skipper  '.'  ' 

"No.  si'-." 

"  Did  h?  go  off  in  one  of  the  boats:" 

"  Of  ccurse  he  did  not,"  I  said,  indig- 
nantly. 

"  Of  course  not,"  answered  the  Brown 
Passenger.     "Now,  sir." 

This  wns  to  the  American  sailor,  who  re- 
plieil  that  he  wished  to  be  "told  off"  to 
something  special. 

'Hio  to  the  helm,  sir,  for  the  present.  I 
shall  want  ;/'>«  when  we  rig  a  jury-mast. 
You  are  a  nolilc  fellow,  and  the  only  seaman 
I  have  left  ;  go  forward,  sir." 

He  wen:  forward.  There  remained  Eliza 
Dishmore,  who  said — 

"And  v.hat  am  I  to  do,  sir?  " 

"Go  to  your  berth,  madam,  and  thank 
God  for  your  safety." 

"  1  can  do  more  than  that.  Come,  use  me 
fairly,  sir  and  you  and  I  shall  not  quarrel. 
Tell  me  off  for  something." 

"  Can  you  keep  those  women  quiet  '.'  Can 
you  organize  a  hospital  ?  For  when  day 
dawns  we  shall  find  a  long  list  of  killed  aud 
wounded,  1  fear.  There  were  many  on 
deck." 

"There  were  very  few,"  she  answered. 
"  But  I  can  do  what  you  want.  If  I  cuuld 
not,  who  ( ould  ''.  " 

"  Were  you  on  deck,  madam,  when  this 
happened  .' ' ' 

"  I  was  " 

"Did  you  see  the  skipper — the  master, 
madam  ?  ' 

"  I  did.  But  I  saw  the  boats  put  off,  and 
he  was  in  neither  of  them.  He  is  lying  dead 
somewhere  ;  under  the  wreck  of  the  main- 
mast. How  utterly  mean  you  must  be  to 
suspect  thit  man  ?  " 

"  Mean   madam  ?  " 

"  Yes.  mean.  And  why  do  you  suspect 
and  dislike  me  so.  that  your  gentle  breeding 
hardly  keeps  you  civil  ?  You  are  a  gentle- 
man, but  you  have  gone  near  the  edge  of 
your  gentility  in  your  treatment  of  me. 
What  havii  I  done  that  you  should  treat  me 
as  yon  hare  done  ?  " 

"  Madaai,  I  humbly  beg  your  pardon. 
May  I  beg  that  you  would  be  kiml  enough  to 
proceed  aoout  what  you  undertook  ?  " 

I  believe  that  this  was  the  only  explana> 
tion  ever  entered  into  by  this  queer  pair. 
But  the  next  time  I  saw  them  together  they 
seemed  perfectly  devoted  to  one  another, 
and  remained  so  for  the  whole  voyage.  He 
not  only  bad  got  really  to  respect  her,  from 
seeing  all  her  noble  qualities  shine  out,  in 
spite  of  her  fantastic  appearance  and  odd 
manners,  but  his  delicate  conscience  told 
him  he  had  been  more  brusque  with  her  on 
some  occs^sions  than  he  should  have  been. 
He  made  the  most  perfect  amends. 

Meanw'iile  day  crept  up  over  the  busy 
scene,  and  the  snow-storm  ceased,  giving 
way  to  a  glorious,  clear,  sparkling  morn. 
Engaged  its  I  was,  I  could  not  help  looking 
round  with  the  most  eager  curiosity  to  catch 
sight  of  the  iceberg — that  hideous  gray  mass 
on  which  we  had  struck  in  the  dead  of  the 
wild  nigh.  It  was  close  to  us  still,  scarce 
five  miles  off  at  sunrise,  and  of  all  the  beau- 
tiful objects  I  have  ever  seen  I  think  that 
was  the  most  beautiful.  It  lay  floating  up- 
on a  bright  blue  sea,  flecked  with  flying 
purple  shadows,  and  every  crystal  and  pin- 
nacle was  blazing  like  the  brightest  silver 
against  an  intensely  blue  sky,  while  the 
shadows  tn  the  berg  itself  were  the  palest, 
most  delicate  green.  It  was  the  only  one 
near  us,  but  to  the  south  we  could  see  a  long 
line  of  thi'm,  stretching  across  the  horizon, 
much  like  another  Bernese  Oberlaud. 

We  found  the  poor  captain,  struck  down 
on  deck,  irith  both  his  legs  broken,  entirely 
helpless.  But  wc  had  no  need  of  his  ser- 
vices, poor  fellow,  for  our  brown  friend 
turned  01 1  to  be  the  finest  sailor  we  had 
ever  sailed  w  ith  ;  a  master  of  his  profession 
in  every  branch,  apparently  knowing  as 
much  of  tletails  as  the  carpenter.  \  sur- 
geon, too.  and  no  bad  one,  for  he  set  the 
captain's  legs,  and  the  Scotch  stewardess 
and  Edmund's  wife  nursed  him  into  conval- 
escence. A  man  of  resource,  for  he  and  the 
carpenter  got  a  sail  over  the  bows,  and  so 
far  stoppetl  the  leak  as  to  get  the  fore  com- 
partment pumped  out,  which  made  her  sail 
better.  \  man  perfectly  accustomed  to  com- 
mand, ami  before  we  had  been  four  days  on 
our  new  voyage  we  saw  that  we  should  have 
been  lost  after  all  without  him. 

To  say  that  Mrs.  Dishmore  turned  out  a 
perfect  trump  may  be  familiar,  but  it  is 
certainly  true.  She  discovered  next  day 
that  the  C(.ok  was  drowned,  so  she  instantly 
eslablishel  herself  at  the  coppers,  and 
worked  tl ere  and  among  Ihe  wounded  like 
a  slave.  The  instant  it  was  possible  to  do 
so,  she  suggested  the  propriety  of  offering 
up  a  thanksgiving.  And  this  led  me  to  the 
conclusion,  judging  from  his  .splendid  into- 
nation, Ihfit  our  wonderftil  brown  friend  had 
been  accustomed  to  read  prayers  in  public. 
Another  person  who  turned  out  a  real  hero 
was  the  sditary  young  midshipman  whom 
we  had  first  seen.  His  fortune  is  made. 
He  has  a  f  hip  of  his  own  now. 

Wc  weri)  two  long  months  getting  to  Val- 
paraiso, and  (he  perfect  accord  there  was 
among  us  ill,  the  perfect  good  temper  aud 
IMUtual  luJ!ida«M  wbi«b  was  abowQ  by  every 


one  in  the  ship,  mode  it  the  happiest  voyage 
leter  made.  Out  of  the  hundred  people 
assembled  in  that  ship,  there  are  no  iwo,  I 
jam  certain,  who  would  not  meet  now  as 
friends. 

It  was  only  when  I  was  passing  in  a  boat 
with  my  brother  and  sister,  under  the  bows 
of  the  ship  at  Valparaiso,  that  I  fully  un- 
derstood what  had  happened.  Those  beau- 
tiful,  delicate  bows  were  ripped  and  bulged 
into  a  hideous,  shapeless  mass,  half  veiled 
by  a  puckered  sail,  which  hid  from  our  view 
the  still  more  awful  gaps  it  shrouded.  The 
injuries  had  been  mainly  above  water,  and 
thus  had  helped  to  saT»us. 

The  brown  gentleman  had  left  the  ship  in 
care  of  the  capUin,  who  was  now  well 
enough  to  attend  to  duly,  that  very  morn- 
ing.  We  learnt  from  the  shore  boats,  th  »t 
her  Majesty's  frigate  Diana  was  in  the  har- 
bor, and  would  sail  for  England  that  day. 
Am  we  pat-sed  up  the  harbor  we  Baw  her  get 
under  way  :  ,Le  mx  hundred  men  were  hiill 
swarming  on  her  rigging  a.s  she  passed  us: 
on  the  quarter-deck  we  saw  Hatterton. 

\  es,  he  indeed,  for  he  saw  us,  and  cried 
out  to  us,  "God  bless  you  :  ci.,j  hie,8  you  ! 
Good  bye:  and  we  an.swered  \u  a  similar 
manner,  and  (hen  all  sat  silent,  having  found 
out,  now  we  had  lost  him,  how  well  we  had 
got  to  love  him. 

We  found  at  the  hotel  on  shore  a  packet 
directed  to  my  brother  in  hU  handwriting. 
It  was  an  address  to  (he  passengers,  and  ran 
as  follows  : 

"  Bear-Admiral  Sir  Charles  Haflerton 
presents  his  compliments  to  the  parsengera 
of  Ihe  ship  Typhoon,  and  congratulates 
them  on  the  successful  termination  of  a  very 
perilous  voyage. 

"Duiing  his  long  %^perience  in  arctic 
discovery,  he  has  never  seen  more  courage, 
more  patience,  and  more  good-humor  dis- 
played than  he  has  lately  witnessed  among 
the  passengers  of  the  'I'yphoon,  (he  whole 
of  whom,  with  four  exceptions,  were  lands- 
men. 

"  With  the  heartiest  good  wishes  to  every 
one  of  them,  he  bids  them  heartily  fare- 
well." 
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Statistics  of  Suicide  in  France. 

The  celebrated  Dr.  Brierre  de  Boitmont, 
of  Paris,  has  just  published  a  report  on  sui- 
cide, in  which  is  given  many  interesting 
and  curious  details.  During  the  present 
century  over  30<j,(XM)  Frenchmen  have  vol- 
untarily shouldered  their  knapsacks  for  the 
undiscovered  country  from  whose  bourne 
there  is  no  return.  Of  fhepe  cases  the  doc- 
tor has  carefully  analyzed  4.ii'Jo.  Taking 
France  at  large  he  finds  that  the  average  of 
suicides  are  people  between  the  age<  cl  for- 
ty and  fifty  ;  while  in  Paris  the  largest  num- 
ber occur  between  twenty  and  thirty.  One 
child  under  five  and  two  under  nine  killed 
themselves.  Suicides  are  more  fre-juent  be- 
lween seventy  and  eighty  than  between 
thirty  and  forty.  People  seem  generally  to 
prefer  self-murder  in  fine  weather  and  in 
daylight  For  the  months  of  November  and 
December,  de  Boismoni's  figures  are  298 
and  27t>,  while  for  June  and  July  they 
are  46:5  and  487.  Out  of  2,752  suicides 
only  t;')8  were  by  night. 

Eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  seems  to  be 
the  favorite  hour — noon  next,  while  seven 
in  the  evening  yields  the  fewe"!.  Fewer 
mountaineers  commit  the  folly  than  inhab- 
itants of  the  low  lands,  and  fewer  women 
than  men,  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  2-70  to 
single,  1  to  2-49  in  married  life,  and  1  in 
\-iVl  in  widowhood.  But  between  the  ages 
of  forty  and  fifty,  at  which  the  maximum  of 
suicides  is  reached,  the  married  outnuusher 
the  single  and  widowed  combined,  iu  the 
proportion  of  3  to  1.

In  the  Stnate,^  on  (he  11th,  the  lull  vai 
passed  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  appoint  Assistant  Assessors  of 
Internal  Revenue.  Mr.  Trumbull,  from  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  reported  his  bills  to 
enlarge  the  powers  of  the  Freednien's  Ilu- 
reau,  and  to  protect  citizens  in  their  civil 
rights.  Mr.  Johnson  of  Maryland  made  a 
speech  on  the  reconstruction  question. 

In  the  Iloiise,  on  the  llth,  the  question 
of  negro  suffrage  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia was  considered,  speeches  being  made 
by  Messrs.  Rogers  of  New  Jersey  and 
Farnsworth  of  Illinois.

The  bill  to  enlarge  the  powers  of 
the  Freodmen's  Bureau,  and  to  protect  cit- 
zens  of  the  United  States  in  civil  rights, 
were  reported,  and  their  consideration  post-

In  New  York,  on  the  10th,  John  A. 
Stevens,  Jr.,  a  brother  of  Mrs.  Strong,  was 
arrested  on  charge  of  having  made  threats 
of  violence  against  Mr.  Cran,  the  counsel 
for  Mr.  Strong  in  the  recent  divorce  case. 
Mr.  Stevens  was  discharged  on  promise  of 
keeping  the  peace. 

Petitions  are  circulating  in  Canada,  look- 
ing (0  a  peaceful  secession  from  Great 
Britain,  with  the  view  either  of  annexation 
(0  (he  United  S(a(es,  or  of  the  formation  of 
an  independen(  government. 

Advices  from  the  Dry  Tortugas  s(ate  that 
Dr.  Mudd,  Spangler,  and  O'Laughlin,  the 
assassination  conspirators,  are  doing  the 
most  menial  work  about  the  prison.  Mudd 
is  figuring  to  reinstate  himself  in  (he  posi- 
(ion  he  formerly  held  in  the  hospital,  from 
which  te  was  removed  for  making  an 
attempt  at  escape. 

A  Galveston  paper  notices  the  passage 
through  that  city  of  a  number  of  U.  S. 
troops,  bound  for  the  Rio  Grande. 

In  a  speech  on  (he  9(h  at  the  dedication 
of  a  freedmen's  school  in  Nashville,  Gov.

In  the  House,  on  the  15th,  the  credentials 
of  the  Arkansas  Representatives  were  pre- 
sented, and  referred  to  (he  Commi((ee  on 
ReconB(ruction.  Resolutions  of  inquiry 
were  passed  as  to  the  suitableness  of  (he 
Presidential  mansion  ;  as  (o  the  expediency 
of  requiring  insurance  companies  to  invest 
in  Government  securities,  and  deposit  a 
portion  of  their  capital  and  receipts  in  (he 
United  S(a(es  Treasury;  as  (o  the  expedi- 
ency of  requiring  foreigners  to  be  able  to 
read  the  Constitution  intelligently  before 
taking  the  oath  to  support  it ;  and  as  to  (he 
expediency  of  amending  the  test  oath  act  so 
as  (0  allow  attorneys  to  practice  without  ta- 
king such  oath.  The  last  was  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  82  to  77.  The  bill  to  facilitate  com- 
munication between  the  States  was  returned 
from  the  Senate,  and  a  motion  was  made  to 
refer  it  to  the  Judiciary  Committee;  but 
objection  was  made.  The  bill  extending  the 
elective  franchise  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
was  discussed,  and  Mr.  Kasson  of  Iowa, 
made  a  speech  opposing  unrestricted  suf- 
frage. 

In  the  Senate  on  the  Ifith,  Mr.  Chandler's 
bill,  calling  for  non-intercourse  with  Great 
Britain,  was  tabled.  Mr.  Wilson's  milKary 
bill  was  ordered  prinled.  The  bill  to  estab- 
lish an  asylum  for  disabled  soldiers,  was 
passed.  Mr.  Howard's  bill  for  (he  (ri.al  of 
Jefferson  Davis,  was  ordered  prinled.  The 
remainder  of  the  session  of  the  Senate,  as 
well  as  (he  main  part  of  the  session  of  the 
House,  was  occupied  with  the  debate  on  the 
suffrage  bill. 

In  the  Senate  on  the  17th,  the  credentials 
of  William  A.  Graham  as  Senator  from 
North  Carolina  were  presented  and  laid  on 
the  table.  A  resoludon  was  adopted,  call- 
ing for  informadon  respecting  violation  of 
(he  neutrality  laws  by  the  army  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Rio  Grande.  The  resolution 
recommending  provisional  governments  for 
the  late  insurrectionary  states,  was  taken 
up,  aind  Mr.  Doolittle  of  Wisconsin  made  a 
speech  in  opposition,  contending  that  the 
rebel  S(a(es  are  8( ill  in  the  Union  and  can- 
not be  placed  outside  of  it  by  congress. 

In  the  house  on  the  17(h,  John  N.  Good- 
win was  qualified  as  delegate  from  Arizonia. 
His  .seat  was  contested  by  Mr.  Poston.  The 
representative  elected  from  Colorado  was 
allowed  the  privilege  of  the  floor  during 
the  pendency  of  the  miesdon  of  the  admis- 
sion of  that  territory  as  a  state.  The  bill 
extending  the  right  of  suffrage  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  C(dumbia  was  discussed.

During  the  intense  cold  of  Sunday  night, 
in  New  Vork  city,  a  woman  named  Laflerty 
whose  husband  is  a  watchman,  residing  in 
Fifty-third  street  near  Lexington  avenue, 
was  frozen  to  death.  The  facts  of  the  case 
appear  to  be  as  follows  :  Mrs.  Lefferty  had 
four  children,  one  of  whom  was  an  infant. 
At  a  late  hour  of  the  night  she  arose  from 
bed  in  order  to  cover  her  three  children 
more  carefully,  and  again  retired  with  the 
infant  at  her  breast.  Next  morning  she 
was  found  frozen  to  death  with  the  innocent 
babe  endeavoring  (o  suckle  from  the  breast 
of  its  dead  mother.  Her  husband  being  a 
night  watchman,  did  not  come  home  until 
daylight.  So  tightly  were  the  arms  of  the 
mother  clasped  around  her  infant  that 
it  required  the^  united  efforts  of  two 
men  to  remove  theci  from  their  close  en- 
brace. 

An  extraordinary  accident  has  occurred 
near  Marseilles.  Some  shepherds  were 
driving  a  flock  of  1,440  sheep  to  a  pasture 
which  lay  at  (he  foot  of  a  high  hill ;  the 
sheep,  instead  of  following  (he  path,  no 
sooner  came  in   sight  of  the  pasture  from 


The  steamer  May  Queen,  owned  by  Mr. 
GooJiicli,  of  Chicago,  was  burned  a(  Mil- 
waukee on  Saturday  night,  (he  13th.  She 
was  insured  for  $20,000. 

The  fire  which  destroyed  the  Wisconsin 
State  Reform  School,  at  Waukesha,  was  set 
by  a  boy  13  years  tld,  confined  for  theft. 

Waverly  Hall  at  Melrose,  Macs.,  was 
burned  on  the  10th.  Loss  $400,00 ;  partly 
insured. 

On  the  trip  of  the  steamer  Moses  Taylor 
from  San  Francisco  to  San  Juan,  an  Irish- 
man shot  two  Englishmen  who  had  denied 
having  any  Fenian  proclivities. 

A  blind  man  was  left  in  the  second  story 
at  a  recent  fire  in  St.  Loui.s,  and  the  stair- 
way being  in  flames,  he  was  forced  (o  leap 
from  (he  window,  in  doing  which  he  broke 
his  leg,  and  sustained  .severe  internal  in- 
juries. 

Two  men  were  executed  at  Pittsburg  on 
the  12th  for  murder.  Mrs.  Grinder  will  be 
hung  on  the  17th. 

In  Walworth  county,  Wisconsin,  on  the 
5th,  three  men  entered  the  house  of  a  man 
who  had  just  sold  his  farm  for  $3,000,  and 
finding  (he  farmer  absent,  murdered  his  wife 
and  child,  and  then  proceeded  to  ransack 
the  building.  While  thus  engaged,  a  person 
living  near,  hearing  suspicious  noises,  went 
(o  (he  house,  saw  what  was  going  on,  and 
shot  all  three  of  the  assassins,  killing  one 
and  mortally  wounding  the  others. 

From  the  Racine  Journal,  we  hear  of  sev- 
eral narrow  escapes  of  life  at  (he  late  dis- 
astrous fire  in  that  place: 

Captain  Charles  Davis  had  a  narrow  es- 
cape from  burning,  and  this  incident  will 
show  how  excited  and  bereft  of  reason  men 
sometimes  are  in  such  (imes  of  excKement 
and  peril.
